And what it 1s 1mpoſlible for me to know, I think will 
be no Crime to be Ignorant of: Nor hath this Author any other 
way than common 7radition, (on which he is not willing that 
we ſhould lay weight,) whereby to gueſs, which is the Firſt, or 
whach 25.the Seventh day,. in ſuch a Circulation of Weeks, ei- 
ther from the Creatzon, or even from Chriſt's Time. 

T am ſufficiently ſatisfied that we ought to keep a Sabbath,that

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is a Firlt, or a Seventh day 1n ſuch a Circulation of Weeks from 
the Creation. And therefore ſhall content my ſelf to obſerve 
that day which I find obſerved in the Church where I live. In 
O14 England I obſerve the Sabbath which here I find; And if I 
were in New-£England, I would &bſerve the Sabbath which l find 
obſerved there. Though I think it may be diſputable whether 
they and, we may be ſaid to obſerye the ſame day, ( the Firſt Me- 
r1dian palling between them and/us.), And yet I wouldinot adviſe 
to have it changed incither, +. : | . 
Now [I can hardly think, that God hath laid the great ſtreſs of 
{o weighty a Point ( as whereonthe,-mairh of Gods publick Wor- 
ſhip doth much depend) on ſuch a Circumſtance as is impoſlible 
ſor us to know, and of which-we may be modeſtly ignorant. 
| ſhould rather think that what Chriſt ſays of the P/ace; Fob. 4. 
21, 23. The hour cometh when ye ſhall neither m this Mountam 
nor in Jeruſalem worſhip the Father, but the true worſhipers ſhall 
worſhip the Father m Spirit and in Truth, is in good meaſure true 
of the Time alſo; And, as 1t 1s not ſo material whether in this or 
that Place, God be Worſhiped, ſo he be Morfoiped Arieht : ſo nei- 
ther is ito material, whether ow this or that way ; as, that a"Sab- 
bath or day of Holy Reſt be duly kept. ' The publick Worſhipot 
God, was then 1n great meafure' confined to the Temple ; notin- 
differently, 'in any place within thy Gates, but inthe place which 
the Lord thy God fhall chuſe, to'put his name there, Dear. 16. 6;r1, 
15,16. For which an other place mYy row be as well aſſigned; 
that 'men'pray every where hiftmg nþ holy hands, &c. 1 Tim. 2. 8, 
(Privately in private places, and Publickly in places appointed 
for the pablick. ) And'T do not think we are-now more confined 
to the Jewiſh Sabbath, than to the. Jewiſh Temple. A 
This ptemiſed, I can agree with this Author in many things 
by him diſcuffed. ay NED 
I agree, that Our Lord Feſns Chrift (according to his Drvemity) 
was God (and is fo) the 7rue God, the God that made Heaven and 
Earth,the God who deliyered the Law upon Mount Sinai. For though 
we do acknowledge, in the Godhead, a Trinity of Perſons ; Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghoſt, (whereof Chrilt according to ns Drvinity 
is called the Second Perſon, the Son of God, or God the Son ;') yet 
thoſe T hree Perſons are but One God. Nor dot know py other 
71ue God but One, The Cod that made Heaven and Earth, The Lord 
Jehovah, The Ged of Abraham, Tſaac and Jacob, The Lord God of 
1ſrael. The Lord their God who brought them out of the Land of 
Egypt, out of the Houſe of Bondage, ahd beſides whom we are to have 
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x9: Other Cod, The.God, wha. de/zvercd the Law. to then. on Mount 
Sinai; And 1 do agree that Our Lord. Jeſus Chrift, is (as to his 
Divinity:):{4/s God, the Trae God, the excl rue God, and that he 
was: ſo before his Incarnation, How far each of thoſe Attions are 
to be aſcribed to, this or. that Perſon of the Tratity, we need not 
be over Tolicitous. Whatinthe New Teſtament 1s more peculiarly 
aſcribed to-this or that of the Three Perſons, is in the Old Teſta- 
ment wont: to be aſcribed to. God indefinitely, without ſuch par- 
ticular application; the do&rine of the Trinity being then not 
ſo diſtinatly diſcovered. , But I cannot. agree that Chriſt as God

And that accordingly 
he hath appointed after, Sx. days of ordinary Labour, Man ſhould

- But | ſhould rather ſay, that our Lord Jeſus Chrift is (accor- 
ding'to his Divanity) that God who Þlefted the Seventh day Gen. 2. 
than, that he God who Bleſſed: the Sabbath day, is the Lord Jeſus 
Chryft ; ( as he doth p. 64. and elſewhere very often, ſeeming to 
lay-greatſtreſs upon 1t.) For he-was not then the Lord Chri/e (God 
and Man)! nor did (he . bleſs .it as Chri/t;- but as\Ged; in Union 
with the Father and. Holy Ghoſt, not as. congradiſtinguiſhed 
from them. | IL 34? | | 

I agree alſo, that the Law of the Sabbath.is 'one of the: Decalogue 
'or Ten Commandments delivered to /jracl on Mount Simas. Fx. 20. 

But Lam willing to.think 1t was a Law before. Not. only be- 
cauſe we find-it obſerved, £x0d. x6.. (before the giving of the Law 
on Mount Sar, Ex. 20.) but efpecially becauſe vs 3g in Ge. ' 
2.3. God bleſſed the Seventh day and Santtrified it, becauſe in it he 
reed from all his Work, And thoſe who are molt averſe to the 
Morality (as it 15 wont to be called) or the Perpetuity. of the Sa 
bath, or Day of Holy Reft, and are yet very zealous for the Z/0/:- 
neſs of Places, would be very fond of it if they could find lo clear a 
Co and fo ancient; for the holineſs of Place, as here is tor 
that of Trme. 13 4TEIT, 25 Foy 

I agreealſo that the Law: of the '/Deralogye or Ter (Command. 
ments, though then given pecuharly toffane, 18 Obligatory, to 
Usalſo. For though fome Clanſes therein do peculiarly reſpet 
them ; as (that who brougbt-thee out of the laud of Egypt out of th: 
6-4," Az houſe 
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houſe of bondage, and that thy dayr- may: be Jong in the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, (which I think 1s there ſaid with a 
particular reſpe& to the land of Canaan, which God gave to {ſrael, 
not to us;) yet the Body of that Law and the preceptive part of 
it, I take to be Obligatory to others alſo, and to' Us in particu- 
lar ; the Decalogue being Dec/arative of what was(I think ) a Law 
before (however neglected or forgotten, ) and 1s by Chriſt and 
his Apoſtles frequently cited as ſuch, even to Gentiles as well 
as Jews. | 
Nor will T diſpute 1t with him, whether the Sabbath were ob- 
ſerved from the Creation to the Floud. For T am willing to think 
that 14 1t were not, 1t ſhould have been; though, in' the ſhort 
Hiſtory that «Moſes» gives us of that time, there be no mention 
made of ſuch obſervation. But I doubt it was not aniverſally ſo 
obſerved, if at all. For when a/ fleſh had corrupted their ways, 
I doubt the Sabbath day and theWorſhip of that day were by them 
not much regarded. Nor 'do I find (Ger. 2. 3.) any expreſs Com- 
mand ({uch as he demands Tor the Fir/# days Sabbath) that it 
ſhould be obſerved thenceforth by Men, every Seventh day of the 
Week for ever. How far the words he blejed and ſanfified it 
may extend I will not diſpute. It may be a ffrong /ntimation (and 
I thank it 1s,) But 1t 1s not expreſly ſaid, that, A4# Mankind muſt, 
for ever after, obſerve every Seventh day, in every Week, of days, 
reckoned continually from the firft Creation. Nor do I think it ne- 
ceſlary to have' been ſo recorded by. Moſes, (any more, than the 
Law for Sacrifices,) it it did otherwiſe appear to have been the 
Will of God. And therefore I would not have him lay too great 
a itreſs, on what he ſaith, that zhere 7s no expreſs Commanament 
Recorded in the New T, eftament, for obſerving the Firft day : 1t is 
enough if we there find ſufficient Intimation for us to judge: that 
God was pleaſed'to have it obſerved. NG 9 
I ſay the hike as to the time fromthe Floud to that. of Abra- 
ham, and from thence tothe coming bf Zſrael out of Egypt. For 
I do not find any mention of their obſerving a Sabbath ( either in 
the Writings of Moſes, or the Book of Job) earlier than that of 
Exed. 16. after /ſraels coming out of Zgypr, and. after the time 
that God 1s ſaid to have. made a flatute and orainauce for them at 
Marah, Ex. 15. 25. What that Statute and Ordinance was, we 
cannot tell, The Jewiſh Writers think (or fome of them) that 
it was that of the Sabbath ; and perhaps it might, or this be fome 
part of 1t It was perhaps a Revival of _—_ had been before 
d1{-uſed. Nor 18 1t likely: that their Task-Maliters -n' Egypt 
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would ſuffer them to be Idle, and neglet their Work, one whole 
day in Seven. EF } 04NNGv 

Nor do I find any foot-Rteps in Hiſtory that any other Nation 
but the Jews did-(for many ” pirget vs this: time) 7 much as mea- 
ſure-out.their:time by Weeks. : 
I know that many Learned and Pious,men have been ſearching 
to:that-purpoſe and willing to lay hold on any thuig that might 
ſeem to bobk. that way. And 1 ſhould be well enuugh pleaſed to 
ſee it made out. But I have not ſeen any thing conviQtiye to give 
me ſatisfaftion therein. 

[ have: conſulted Clemens. Alexandrinus, and what he cites in 
the Fifth Book of his Szromata, who hath I believe made the beſt 
ſearch of any into Heathen Writers for that purpoſe. -His deſign 
in that Book is to ſhew that the Heathens had ({tollen or borrowed 
much of their Philoſophy from what: he calls Philoſophia Barbara 
or Barbarorum, meaning thereby;/the Jewiſh Learning ; ( for, with 
the Greeks, all but themſelves were Zarbarzians.) And amongſt 
many.other things, he takes notice of the number Sever ſome- 
times mentioned 1n Heathen Writers, as with ſome veneration ; 
which he thinks to be occaſioned from that number oft mentioned 
in the. Sacred Writers, and particularly from that of their Sab- 
bath, and meaſuring their time by Weeks. But he doth not at all 
intimate as if himſelf. did think the Eeathens lo to have divided 
their time, or to;keep that Sabbath, but only that they were ac- 
guainted with the Jewiſh Learning, and barrowed much of theirs 
Go thence. . | = 

That which therein ſeemed. to me the moſt promiſing (and by 
others alſo is oft alledged) was that cited from He/iod, « i8un 
ing3r Tuay ( the Seventh a Sacred day.) But, when [ conſulted -the 
-place in Ze/iod, in his #:32 x, 1wes', (10 the latter part of which 

e treats of Days). I find nothing there of Yeeks, or days of the 
Week, but only days of the Month. For ;tis this he: there propo- 
ſeth to ſpeak of, Temyw/ds wris, (ihe Thirty days of the Month,) on 
which he makes divers Remarks; as, which of them were to be 
accounted Good days, and which Zad days, and, for what purpoſes. 
And begins, with. theſe,

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Sword was born of Latona.-) So that (1t ſtems) the- Seventh diy (not 
the Firſt) was then Sunday. (For Apollo with his Gold Sword, is but 
another name” for the' Sar.) | But it was:the Seventh day of the 
eMonth, not the Seventh day of the Feck, (for of Heeks fo there 
{ays nothing.) And he then goes onto ſpeak of:the Eighth and 
Nimth days ; then of the Eleventh and Twelfth, next of the Thir- 
teenth, and ſo of other days of the Month:; ſhewing which of them 
were accounted Lncky days, and which Unliucky, and: for what 
Affairs. But nothing of Weeks at all. 

However, He/iod himſelf, though one of the Oldeſt of the Hea- 
then Writers, 1s bet young as-to.the: tzmes we ſpeak of 3 who is 
reckoned to have lived about the time of __ Uzziah, Seven 
Hundred years after the time'we are now conſidering, upon the 
coming of 7ſrael out of Fgypt. Nor doth Clemens Alexandiings 
think, when they \name Seven, it was from any O/d Tradition (from 
Adam or Noah) but from what acquaintance they then had with 
the Jewiſh Writers of Jater time. -. - | bis ; 

Nor do I find any thing that 4s-more to the purpoſe, in all:there 
cited by Clemens Alexandrmas 'than this of Ze/iod:; 'Bur if any 
where he could have found; that the Feathens drvided' ther Time 
by Weeks ; no donbt but he would have mentioned this as borrow- 
ed from the Jewiſh Learning; ( whach was the thing he was there 
inquiring after.) And, wheit he- faith nothing' of 3t,, we may'be 
ſure he could nor findit. -T find indeed that ſome of the Heathens 
(as Perſius and Lucian) do laugh or gn at the ' Jewiſh Sabbath 
(recutitaque Sabbata pallent ) and therefore did know of the: Jewiſh 
Sabbath; But not that they did obſerve 1t, or ſo much as divide 
their Time by Weeks. cy 

Now 1f we ſhould admnt, . that +n\'fome Families ( where the 
troue Worſhip of God was' preſerved)there be a ſtrong preſumption 
(for *tis no more) that they did obſerve a Sabbath; thar is,a Seventh 
day of Holy ReFt after Six' days of 'ordmary\ Labour; ''yet 'tis 2 que- 
ſton, whether that were juſt the Seventh-day in a continual fuc- 
ceſtion of Weeks from the Creation.” © | 

And if at any time there chance to be an intermiſſion, and the 
day forgotten, it 1s impoſſible ( without a Miracle or anew Reve- 
lation) that it can be reſtored again. And 1f from thenceforth they 
would again keep a- Sabbath (as we find the Paſg-over was revived 
by Hezekiah and Foſiah which had been long intermitted 2 A7ngs 
23. and 2 Chr. 25.) they mult begin at adventure, and thence 
continue 1t. A. | 

Now 1t we conſider, that the true Worſhip of God wes ys 2 

uc 
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ducedto ſome onie family, ias inithe time. of Aoahb, and perhaps of 
Abraham; ant even;that Family. fometiines:corruptienough, (as 
was that\of Nabor, .from\whence..4raham for.that reaſon-was,re- 
moved\;-and/that of Laban where! Jacob; fojousned; and how git 
alſo the like happened, we. cannot tE11) Tr was: yery polliblethe 
Sabbath >might ibe negleged 5:ins  himielt obferves p. 63, '1t had 
been before 'and under the Captivity: for a long time, and made a 
Market-day, as well as ;any-other day of the Week; like as the 
Temple was'become a «Market-place, Mat. .21.12,13. Job: 2. 14. 
16. As was alſo'the Paſs-over 1n' great meature from the time of 
Samuel tall that\of Fo/rah;'2 Chr.: 25. 118. And the Fealt of 7aber- 
nacks, from the'days 'of Toſbuab tor Acherniab, Neh, 8.17. And 
Circumciſion, for Forty years togetheran the Wildernel(s, ZofÞ. 5:5. 

Now: if Circumci/ion and the Paſs-over and the Fealt of 7 aberna- 
Fes were\thus negleedi/ when they were a? Liberty; how much 
more the Sabbath, when they: were:/Pond-men in Egypt; of which 
wehavenot the leaſt mention fronvGod's 'keeping a Sabbath, Ger. 
2: 3. till after Tfracls coning:our'ot t, Exod. 16, 

\ Nor is there the leaſt''mention' (as 1 ſhew'd but /now ) 1n any 
Hiſtory Sacred or Profane, 'fo much as of dividing their tune by 
Weeks, all that time ; nor,except that of Tfrael, for many Ages after. 
'« And-though the Sun, Hoon and Stars (Gen. 1.14. ):are {ard to 
be for-Szgns and for —— 'Days'and-for Tears, yet not a'word 
1\there'of Weeks. Nor could. they: mdeed;;by their Motions, :d1i- 
ſtinguiſh Feeks, as they do Months .and; Years. And therefore 
Co find Tears and Months to have been obſerved all' the 
World over long ago; yet Weeks ' no 'where /(that I know)of 
ancient times, but by the Natiowot the Zewsonely, nor by them 
before their coming out of Zgypr.. 3} 4 

So 'that, though, I amwilling to'thank; 'the:Sabbath: oug/47 to 
Have been obſerved all that white yetthere' is too: much reaſon 
to/doubt it was yot;'or, if at all;-not without Ffrequent' intermatit- 
ons, which would, in this caſe, be fatal. 

Now to argue as he-doth, that Abe/, and Enoch,and Noah, and 
Abraham, 'were good men, andiare (ſome of them)iaid to! walk wth 
God,” and to' keep his Commurdiments, and: therefore may be pre- 
ſarmed-to have #ep7-4 Sabbath, 'is' buta weak:argument as-to-matrer 
of Fae?, and, to begg the Queſtion; 'For'we/are not'to think: them /0

good as to be guilty of no fazlings or omiſſions. Ut; 
The Law'of Maria i certainly: as-Old, if not Older than 
that of the 'Sabbath;- the'tenour of which was (he tells us p. 62.) 
that they Teo ſhow!d be one fleſh ; wor; they Three," Four or Free : mt 
_ E 
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he tells us alſo, 'that Poljgary,” or having 'many Wrves, was fre- 
quently praftiſed, from Lamech to Malachi, even by ſome eminent m 
the Church at that time, and by them (he ſuppoſeth) held to be lawful. 
Andit may as well be thought, the Law \for the- Sabbath might 
ſometime (within that Two Thouſand Five Hundred Tears) be neg- 
leed and forgotten ; as that-of Marriage ; In a time-when. there 
was no writing (that we know of) to preſerve it. And, if once 
forgotten, 1t could never (as to 74a? Seventh day) be recovered. 

And T\would ask that Gentleman, In caſe the day ſhould chance 
to have been ſometime forgotten, (as 1s very poſlible and not un- 
likely,) and that after ſuch time(upon finding the Book of the Law, 
as-in 7o/iah's time 2 Kings 2.2; 8. which had been loſt) it did ap- 
pear that a Sabbath ſhould have been kept, but was not, (as was there 
the caſe of the Paſ-over, Chap. 23. 21.) What doth this Gentleman 
think (in ſuch caſe) ſhould be done ? Muſt they never Reſiore the 
Sabbath becauſe they do not'know the day? Or muſt they begin 
upon a New Account ? Iſhould:think this latter ; (and that it would 
be warranted by the Fourth Commandment ;.) notwithitanding his 
Obje&ion, . No other day (but the Seventh from the Creation) 2s 
Commanded ; No Promiſe to the Obſervance of any other ; nor 
T hreatning for the Omiilion. e1 

Indeed in our days when ſo great a part of the World reckon by 
Weeks, and we. be ſtored - with Aſtronomical Tables adjuſted to 
the Motions of the Suny Moon and Stars, and many Cele{{zal Ob- 
ſervartions, (as for Inſtance, that ſuch a Year, ſuch a Day, of ſuch 
a Month there was an Eclipſe on Monday morning, or the like ) 
'twere more eaſy-to reftify ſuch an intermiſhon. _ But in thoſe 
days, when there was nothing of all this, nor ſo much as the uſe 
of Writing ( that we know of ) older than Hoſes ; There was no 
way. to reflify an-interrupted Tradition. ' | 

All which is not ſaid: to:di{parage/the Obſervation of the Sab- 
bath day (for which I have'as great. Veneration as he that pleads 
for the Saturday Sabbath,) But onely to ſhew, that we can be at no 
Cetrainty, (and ſcarce a Conje&ure,) which 1s the Firlt, Second, 
or.Seventh day of the Week 1n a continued Curculation of Weeks 
from the Creation. - And: conſequently I cannot . think that the 
great {treſs of the Fourth Commandment; 1s: to be underſtood 
of juſt 7hat Seventh day in every ſuch Week. from the Crea- 
tion ( which I doubt cannot be-known ) But rather that there 
ſhould be a Weekly Sabbath; that is, after Six days of Work, the 
Seventh ſhould be a Holy Relt, and then,- after angther S1x days 
of Work, the. Seventh ſhould. be again a. Holy. Reſt ; .and.ſo con- 
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tinually ; which 1s as truly obſerved in the Sunday-Sabbath, as mm 
thatof Saturday. | 
As when\'God requires 7he Tenth of our Tncreaſe ; it is not 
meant of the Tenth. Order. (for it ſhould rather be the Firſt in 
Order, for he requires the Fir/t-fruits) but the Tenth in Propor-. 
tion; So here'the. Seventh, caa]. 9112. .:q 

And this Author knows very well, | that it is {ignally noted by 
Expoſitors on the Fourth' Commandment, and: other Writers 
about the Sabbath, That this Commandment. begins with Me- 
member to keep Holy the Sabbath-day, or: the day of Reſt, (not the 
Seventh day ; . much leſs: the; Seventh .day-.of the Week. ;/rom 7he

For (by reaſon that we take the length of our common year a 
little too long, by about; Eleven minutes of an hour, and the

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and accordingly keep:their Eaſters:(af: at all) as (Three, Fo ur, or

And ſo for Chriſtmas-day..: *T1s not agreed among(t Chronolo- 
gers either what Year,or what Month, much leſs what day of that 
Month,. our. Saviour- was. born, yet we:keep December. 25th. 1n 
memory of :bis Birth, as'ſuppoling him to have been then born, 
Yet we are at fo great ,uncertainty,;. that. we reckon the, year 
1692 from his Circumci/ton, ito begin the! Farſt, of . Zapwary ; bur 
the ſame year as from his (Conception, not till the 25h of March 
next following ; as if his Birth and Circumciſion had been a quar- 


ter of 2 year bctore his Conception. 


Andat we be now-at ſo great an uncertainty,,,im ſo, ſhort a, Pe- 
r10d as; from. the Birth ob Chriſt, I do not think the Jews could 
be ? mnur0ag, as to a day, in obſerving their; Paſs-over ; and much 
lels, as'to a day from the Creation of the World.

'Tis manifeſt therefore that the 'Firſt, day. of the Week did 
begin from the middle of the night, not from the Firſt Evening 
of the Seventh day. And that Chriſt was riſen very early mm the 
morning of that Firlt day while: it was yet dark. 

We.are next to. Conſider how long that Firſt day. laſted, After 
Chriſt was riſen earl. in the} morning whale 1t was.,yet dark, 
(how early ;that was, wwe cannat tell, but 1t was zn the Morning, 
not over night ;.) he appeared firſt to «Mary Magdalen, and the 
Women who went to the Sepulchre ; they, as they were direed 
carried news of it to the Diſciples; and when they were going, 
(Mat. -28. 11.) the Hatch came mto the City and ſhewed to the 
Fligh Prieſts the things which were done; who calling. a Councel, 
gave the Seulaters Mony to ſay, His Deltip's came and ſtole him 
away while they were aſleep ; undertaking to ſecure them 1n caſe 
the Goyernoar ſhould come to hear it. IT 

Upon this news being brought by the Women to the Diſcaples, 
Two of them, from the reſt, *went to the Sepulchre to enquire 
into the buſineſs; and brought an account of it to the. relt, .who 
were Altoniſhed at 1t. | | 7.90 

And all this happened before the Two Diſciples began their 
Tourney to' Emmaus ; for they diſcourſed of it by the way; and 
told it to Jeſus who fell into their Company, Zuk. 2.4. 19, 20, 21, 
22,23, 24. Now their Journey from Jeruſalem to Emmaus, was 
about T hreeſcore Furlongs, ver. 13. which our Author rightly com- 
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putes tobe about Seven miles and an half,' of our miles; which 
they /Travelled or: foot, for 'tis ſaid they walked, (Mark 16.12.) and 
Jeſus im their company, Preaching to them (out of «Moſes aud 
the Prophets ) the DoCtrine of Chriſt's Death and Reſurrection. 

When they came near to E12mmans 1t was owards Evening, and 
the day far ſpent, (Luk. 24. 29.) they did there abide ſor tome 
. time, and 7Zeſ4s with. them, continuing, to! Preach on. the ſame 
SubjeR, and was at length known to them by breaking of Bread, 
Ver. 30.:35. After which they returned. to.: Jeruſalem and told 
theſe things to the Diſciples then gathered together, ver. 33. B 
which time (having now wa/ked another Sever miles. and: an balf) 
we may reaſonably ſuppoſe-it.to be pretty late at night ;,For,when 
they firſt approached to. ZX#mmaus 1t was thenſo late, as that it 
was.not thought convenient:;( unleſs upon ſome ſuch great occa- 
ſton) to Travel further, ver. 28. | 

Yet, after they were come back to Jeruſalem, Chrilt then ap- 
peared hirmfelt to the Diſciples, b/e//amg them, reproaching their 
unbelief, confirming theis Fai th, giving . them /nf7rudt;ons, and 
Commiſſion for Preaching the G Jſdel, and Planting the Chriftian 
Church. And it was, yet, but' be ſame day at Evening, being the 
Firſt day of the Week, (Job. 20. 19.) on which he. role : but, now 
late at night, when the doors were ſhut ; that 1s, ( 14 I miſtake not ) 
{0 late as that 3t was time to, ſhut up doors as men uſe to do to- 
wards bed-time, Not as if Chrilt came-in:through the Key-hole 
(any. more than did the 'Two Diſciples that came from Emmans ) 
or did Penetrate the doors, (as the Papiſts would have us think.1n 
favour of their T7 ranſubſtantiation ; ) For they were not ſo ſhut _ 
but that they could be opened again ( upon occaſion ) to let him 
1n (as they had heen to let-in thoſe Two that came from Zm- 
meas) as well az to let-in Peter ( late at night) A. 12. 16. 

So that from very early 1n the Horning while 1t was dark, till 
very late night and about Mid-nht, was the Jane day, the jirſt 
day of the Week. *'Tis manifeſt therefore that. about our Sa- 
viours time,according to the Computation of the New-Teſtamenr, 
both the Jews and the Four Evangeliſts did reckon their days, 
from mid-night to. mid-night. And if they d1d not, fo reckon, 
Chrift could not be ſaid ( Mar. 12. 40.) to be three days and three 
nights in the heart of the earth.

But I take it to he a miſtake; which 
being at firſt taken up without ſufficient ground, hath ſince paſſed 
(without further examination) from hand to hand. +

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What he offers from Ger. 1.5. is eaſily anſwered. The eveni 
and the morning were the firſt day, (and ſo of the other ; rag, 
Whence he-would have 1t thought, that the day is to- begin at 
the beginning of the Evening. Or (as the Margin tells us.it is in 
the Hebrew) he evening was, and the morning was, the firſt day. 


Or, #here was evening, and there 'was morning, day one, ( for in. 


ſuch order the words ſtand 1n the Hebrew.) Or, and was evening, 
and was morning, day one, That 1s, there was 1n the firſt day, 
(and fo in the reſt) evening and morning ; or darkneſs and light ; 
And the Dark is put firſt, becauſe (beginning the day from Mid- 
night ) the dark 1s before the Light. And by day one, is meant 
the firſt day. | 5g 

And it was moreover very agreable ſo to reckon. For, ſuppoſing 
Paradiſe the principal ſeat of Aftion ; the Sun may reaſonably be 
{uppoſed to be Created ( 1n the middle of the Fourth day, Gen. 1. 
16.) in the Meridian of that place, (as in its greateſt Splendor ) 
or, if not in the Meridian of that place, it muſt needs be in the 
Meridian of ſome place : and wherever that be, the- day (of 
24 hours) being there half paſt, it muſt have begun at Mid-night 
foregoing. And I doubt not but a Child born on Saturday nz bt 
at Ten a Clock, was to be Circumciſed the next Saturday (as being 
the EZighth day,) not on the Sunday after. 

I have 1nfiſted the longer on this, becauſe I find him afterward 
moving another queſtion about what time the Sabbath is to begin 
and' end, and lays great ſtreſs upon it, as we ſhall ſee anon. 

Of which I think we need not be further ſolicitous than to be- 
gin and end this day, according as other days are accounted to 
begin and end 1n the places where we live, I do not think the 
Fourth Commandment to deſcend to theſe Pund?ilio's. 

But, if he think 1t neceflary to be more curious in it; I take 
it to be very plain from what I have ſaid, that at the time of 
Chrifts Death and.Refurreftion, 1t was accounted to begin very 
early im the morning, whale 1t was dark, arld continue nll very 
late at night, according as we now account our days, from Mid- 
night to. Mid-night. Burt I go on, 

We have now found our Saviours Example, as to the two Firlt 
Sundays from his ReſurreQhtion (1f atleaſt their firſt day of the 
+ cek be.our Sunday) imploying. the: day in Religious Exerciſes 
and Sabbartical Aﬀairs with his Diſciples. How many more Sun- 
days he ſo ſpent with them we cannot tell. Which Examples of 
his Two farlt, with theic Imitation of him in others after, (of 
which we are to ſpeak by and by, ).and the Churches practiſe Eves 
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ſince, looks ſo like the Celebration and [nſtitution of a Chriſtian 
Sabbath, or day of Foly Reſt and Religious Exerciſe, as that we 
may warrantably do the like. . I am ſure it 1s more than he can 
ſhew for the. Sazurday Sabbath in Gen. 2. 3. Save that men are apt 
to think a\{mall thing an 7uſtitution and Jus Divinum tor what 
they fanſy.; but, as to what they do not, nothing will ſerve but 
Full Expreſs Words. 

We have next clear Evidence, of a ke Praiſe (conſonant 

to this Example) in Aﬀ. 20. 7. On the firſt day of the Week 
when the Diſciples came together to break bread, Paul Preached un- 
to them, reaay to depart on the morrow, and continued his Speech 
until Mid-night. Which is ſo plain that he is much pur to his 
ſhifts toavoid it, That there is a Re/;g70us Aſſembly of the Diſci- 
ples, he doth not deny ;- Paul was Preaching very late, even till 
M1d-night, and they met to break bread, which I think 1s gene- 
rally agreed by Interpreters, to ſignify the Celebration of rhe 
Lords Supper ; and I know not wel what clearer Character we 
need demand of a Religions meeting for Worſhip, futable to the 
Work of a Sabbath or Holy Reſt. Andit was iv 71 wi oxCCaror, 
which I think he will not deny, (though he ſeem to cavil at it) 
to bgnily, on the firſt wr, of the Week. But he excepts, that the 
word heaiyn here tranſJated Preached, 1s elſewhere render'd Rea- 
Joned or Diſcourſed. Be it ſo, and 1f that word will pleaſe him 
better, let it be lo here ; he reaſoned, diſcourſed, treated, or did 
hold forth ; that I think will not alter the caſe; and he continued, 
or held on ( mytrays) this Diſcourſe, this Speech, this Sermon, 
(# avz9v Sermonem) till Mid-might ; ( he held on this holding forth 
till Mid-night) which I take to be the ſame with what we now 
call Preaching, ( or very like it;) 'twas a long continued diſcourſe 
to. a Congregation met together .on. a Religious account for the 
Service of God. Burt let 1t be called ( 1t he pleaſe) a Relg1ous 
Diſcourſe of the Holy Apoſtle to a Congregation of Chriſtians met 
together for ſuch a purpoſe. 

He would then have it thought a favour or condeſcention to 
admit this breaking of bread,to be meant of the Lords Supper ; and 
not barely a Common eating. But ſince he doth not deny 1t,we will 
accept the fayour and take it ſo to be ; ovvnſuiroey ff wnn]ar TH x a- 
oz1 dgror, 7 be Diſciples being congregated or aſſembled to break Bread. 
"Tis % wal, The Diſciples; (not m16v ſome of them:) and 
they were ( perhaps not every one but the 25/6 4 of them, as 
at other meetings) s wnſutvei cougregated or offemble ; and it ſeems 
to be a good full-Congregation, by Ewutychus's being mounted to 108.

danger of. being &i/{ed. Now 1t 1s not likely that ſuch a Congre-' 
zation of Chriſtians were thus aſſembled tor common cating. J8 
. He fays,Paul was to go away onthe Morrow. Truc;But it is not- 
{aid they came together to rake /eave of: Paub; but, came together 
to Break Bread. Paul's going away on the Morrow, might be the 
reaſon (and I beliteve-was) why they continued there ſo Joxg - 
but the Znd for which they came together, was to Break Bread - 
and the 'occa/ion.of their ſo. coming, becaute it was the fir/# dap 
of the Week: On which, 1t ſhould ſeem, they were wont {6to do: 
for that end:- Andift he candidly confider it, inethinks 2t- ſhould 
fem {o to him. Paul came to themiat Troas 4th. froe days, where he 
abode ſeven days : And on the firſt day of the Wrek, wen the Diſct- 
ples came together to break Bread, Paul preached to them. Doth 
not the fair proſpect of the place import thus much, -chat they 
were ther-met to'break Bread, as being rhe fir/t day of the week ? 
What other occaſion was: there of. mentionng what day of 7he' 
Week it was? It had been otherwiſe 'a tarrer rranſttion to have 
faid, Fe ſtaid there Seven" daps, and on'the Seventh day; ( or the 
laft of thoſe Seven) the Diſciples came together totake leave of Paul 
and Sup with him over night, who was to depart on the morrow. 
Now it 1t had been 121d on 7he Seventh day ((though meaning but 
the laſt of thoſe Seven) iÞ wounld'no doubt have been urged as 
a. great argument of Pan's keeping a Seventh daySabbath; and the 
Diſciples with him';, not as a Fewrſh but as a Chriſtran Afembly; 
tor breakime of bread (which was a Chri/than not a*Fewfh Service; 
For then, breaking of bread, would certainly have been the Lords 
Supper - ( Bur becaule 1t was 9 7he\ferft day of the Week) 1t muſt 
now be but common eating, to'rake leave of Paul, and to Sup with 
him ; as (he tells us p. 57.)

Evenmgrrafter the Seventh day, that is: Saturday 
1:2ht; and the next marning: (when Paw was to go away ) was 
Sunday morning ( and. he:to; travel that Sunday :) And that the

the Evening and the :Marning was the firſt day, and fo of the reit ) 
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and therefore the evening was the beginning of every day. See 
what ſhift a man will make, rather than quit an Opinion he

We are taught that on zhe Fourteenth day of the firſt month at 
even the Paſs-over was to be killed. Doth he think that this 
Fourteenth aay at even was the end of the Thirteenth day,the Four- 
teenth day then beginning ? IT think every body elle takes it to be 
the evening at the end of the Fourteenth day, and the Fifteenth 
day (on the morrow') was the firſt day of the Feaſt of Unleaven- 
ed Bread. For though it were the fourteenth day at evening, yet 
it was the * wy day, not the fifteenth. | 

And Luke 23. 54. the evening after our Saviours Crucifixion, 
on the ſixth day, when it was ate at night (as was ſhewed before 
and mult be, according to the ſtory of what had been done before 
that time) was yet but the preparation, not the Sabbath, the Se- 
venth day being not yet begun. For ſo we have it, /t was the pre- 
paration, and the Sabbath drew on.. . And the Women were then 
preparing their Spices and Oyntments, yet reſted the Sabbath day 
according to the Commandment; So that the Sabbath day was not yet 
begun. Nor was 1t ended when theevening of the'inext day began, 
but on the morning of the day following, as was ſhewed above. 

And (as we ſhewed at large before) the fir? day of the Week 
( on which Chriſt roſe) began very early in the morning while it 
was dark, and' continued ( the ſame day) till very /ate at night. 
we this 1s the conſtant Language of the New Teſtament every 
where. | 

So that when the Congregation 'of Chriſtians, As 20.7. did or 
the firft day of the week atlemble to break Breaa, and Paul Preached 
to them, continuing their Sermon till Mid-night ; this muſt needs 
be on what we call Sanday ; and the morning following was Han- 
day morning ; not Sunday morning as this Author would have it. 

"Tis manifeſt therefore, that there was a Religious Aſſembly, of 
the Chriſtian Congregation at Troas, on the Firft day of the Week, 
tor celebration of the Lords Supper, and Preaching; and Paul 
with them. Which I take to be the celebration of a Chriſtian 
Sabbath. [9r- 

However, this (he ſays) is but One /uftance. True, this 1s 
but one. (But we have heard of more before, and ſhall hear of 
more by and by.) But this one is more than he can ſhew for more 
than Two Thouſand Five Hundred Years (from God's reſting on 
the Seventh day Gen. 2. 3. till after ſrael was come out of Zgypr 


Ex. 16. during which time he would have us think the R__ -

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day Sabbath was conſtantly obſerved. And if he could ſhew any

umed Zhey kept a Sabbath; and that upon the ſeventh day. Which

_ From thence till /ſraels goung nts Egypt, all thathe brings to 
prove. this matter of fac 1s but that of Ger.

From thence till afrer their coming, out of Zgypr, he brings no 
other proof but that of Ex. 5.4, 5. Where, when Moſes and 
Aaron had been prelling Pharash to let /ſrael go three days Tourney 
mto the Wilderneſs, to keep a Feaſt and Sacrifice to the Lord their 

God; Pharaoh replies, Wherefore do ye Let (or hinder) the 
People from therr Work ; you make them Reſt from their Burdens, or 
you take them off from their York ; that 1s, ſays he, yow make them 
beep a Sabbath. For the Word or Verb there Tranilated you make 
them Reſt 18,. {he tells us) a derivative from OS Verb 
which ſignifies 70 Reſt, from which Verb the word Sabbath is 
alſo derived: They did therefore Reſt (ſaith he) that is keep 
a Sabbath, and that Sahbath was every Yeh, and it was on 7zhe ſe- 
venth Gay in courſe from the Creation.

He might have ro; better purpoſe, alledg'd Pharaoh's ſeven fat

25, 32, 33- Or that of the Chan Beaſts and Fowls com- 
ing into the Ark by Jevens, Gen. 75.2, 3. 

Bur, what 1s more to his purpole (and which he ſhould not have 
miſled) 1s that of Ger. 7. 4. and Gen.'8. 10, 12. . where we have 
the inrerval'of ſeven days particularly*mentioned ; For per feven 
days, and 7 will cauſe it to rain upon the Earth, &c. ( Chap. 7. 4 ) 
where God gives to Noah jult a Feeks warning of the time when 
the Floud ſhould begin, during which. interval (if thoſe days 
were Sabbath days) he might remove himſelf and what was 'ne- 
ceffary into the Ark before the'next Sabbath. ' And; toward the 
end of the Floud, Noah fends our the' Dove, Chap. 8:8. And þe 
flaid ſeven days, and again ſent forth the Dove, ver. to. Aud he 
ftaid yet other ſeven days, and ſent forth the Dove, &c,” ver. 12. 
Where we have the Dove fent out three times, jult at ſeven days 
diſtance:” And how do we know but that theſe Three #ays were 
three Sabbath days ? Which though it be not a conchifive Argu- 
ment, 1s bettet than any that he brings. For here we hive three 
{utervals of ſeven days, in theſe two Chapters. ' #6 EP 
Bat if a Weekly Sabbath were then kept, 'tis very ſtrange 
that we ſhould have no intimation of any ſuch thing in the books 
of Moſes ( before 7fraeÞ's coming out of .Zgypr.) And much more, 
that there is nothing of 1t in the Book' of Zob. And, that none 
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of his friends, (among[t'the many charges they bring againt him) 
ſhould never object his Neg ef? of the Sabbath, or want of duc 0b- 
ſervance thereof. Which bejng/ſo plauſible an objeCtion, it 
ſeems: more likely, that a Sabbath was not then wont to be obſe:- 
ved: for which he hath fo very. little to. ſhew. And by whart 
we have J#b 1, 4. It: ſhould ſeem that Fob's Seven Sons kept Feaſt- 
2ng (each in his. own day) for_Seven' aays together ; without any 
mention of a Sabbath intervening, Nor was it a Religious Feaſt,bur 
a Fealt of zairth and jolity, {uch as made Job ſuſpicious leaſt thev 
waight/an avd curſe God their beartsv.5. And therefore he ofter « 
propftiatary Secrifices for them contuuually, or ( as the Margin 
rej]s-us 1t-15 48 the Hebrew )' a4 the days, that is every of thelc 
Seven Aays: wp UA 5 

As little a; matter will ſerve his turn to prove (p. 43.) that 
Chriſts {/ceu/ron was, and his. coming to ZFudgment is to be, on a 
Sattraay; or Seventh-day: Savbath; Becaule it is ſaid AfFs 1. 12. 
that- Mount. Olet::whence'he aſcended) is, from Jerwu/aler, « 
Sabbath-days Fourney. : | 9; 
»'' But he tells us: that: by ns account that be can make, can he 
aſfign the Aſcenſion ou the Firft day,(No more can T.) But what then” 

Well! But why upon a Saturday rather than a, Sauday ? Becauic 
he abſerves; thar atter Chriſts Aſcenſion from Mount O/vet, at 15 
ſaid, 7 hen they returned to Feruſalem' from Mount Ole, which ts 
from Ferujalem a Sabbath:days Janurney. Well! what of this ? 
He cannot ſee why it was expreſly ſaid, that it was but a Sabbath- 
aays' Fourney from Jeruſalem, but becant(e it 1as. the. Sabbatb-aay. 

Perhaps I may ſhew chim' another reaſon as likely as it. It 
the word Zhen do not there |{ignity 2he ſame day (but only at 
large, after 41s Aſcenſion); this is nothing to:the purpoſe. Bur 
admitting that by /her he meant Zþe ſame dey ; the connex1on runs 
fairly thus, After his. Aſcenſion they returned from thence to Fe- 
ruſalem the ſame day, for it was (iy:yss) but a {ittle way of, about 
a Sabbath-days Journey... Which, I think, 1s a.fair account of the 


place; Eſpecrally-lince we know otherwiſe, that it was nor upon 
a'Sabbath day. . (|; * | 
Again, 1t this (of |\a Sabbath days Fourncy) ſhould intimate, it 
was on a Sabbath day; why! on a Seventh A rather than a F7r/# 
day? and why upon no account npon-the Firſt? For, if the Firlt 
Gay were then a Sabbath ( as we think it was) that of not tra- 
veling more than a Sabtath-days Journey, would as well reſpe& a 
F of days Sabbath, as.a Seventh-days Sabbgth. So that he 1s not 
at all. advanced hereby to his Seventh day Sabbath; The ſame 
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' Afeconn? (as he ſpeaks) will ſerve as well for the one as for the 
other. But, indeed, tor neither. 

But how doth this concern his Comrng to Fd; nt ? Yes, Be- 
cauſe it 1s there ſaid (ver. 11.) Fe ſhall come in like manner (v me; 

And (becauſe this Author 
fanſies) he did Aſcend on. a Sabbath day, therefore (he fanſies 
alſo) he ſhall on a Sabbath day come again. 1 fee a Weak Argu- 
ment, with a ſtrong Fanſy will go far. | 

But to prove his Aſcenſion to be on the Sabbath (beſides this, 
of a Sabbath-days Journey) he adds further, That Chrift and his 
Diſciples were then Aſſembled and that Chrif# Preached, Well! 
And why may we not as well conclude that the day of his Re- 
furreetion was allo a Sabbath ? For Chriſt and his Diſciples 4were 
then Afjembled,(firit at Zznmaus,and then at Ferufalem,) and Chriſt 
did then alſo (at both. places) Preach to them, and the ſubſtance 
of his Preaching was -much the ſame, (as will appear by com- 
paring Znuk 24. with A#s 1.) and did then alſo Celebrate the 
Lords Supper. And eight days after, Chriſt was again Aſ/embled 
with the Diſciples, and Preached to them, 'on the ſame day of the 
Week. If Chrilts Preſence and Preaching will prove the 4ſcen/ion 
day to be a Sabbath, voy ſhould 1t not as well prove the Reſaurr e- 
F101 day to be a Sabbath ? the onely difference is, That (he thinks) 
ferves his turn, But this makes againſt him. | 5 

And why ſhould it not alſo de aaght a Sabbath, As 29. For 
Parnl and the Diſciples were then Aſſembled ; and they we re aflem- 
bled 7o break Bread ; and Paul there Preached to them. And all 
theſe Aﬀ/femblies were on the jir/# day of the Feek And they 
teem to me a much {tronger proof of the Fzr/# day (the day of his 
ReſurreFion) being a Sabbath, than that the Aſcen/zon day was ſo. 

And the Preachmeg which our Author here mentions: as on the 
day of Aſcen/ion, ſeems to me rather to have been on that of the 
Reſwrrefion. For St. Luke 1n the beginning of this, Chapter of 
As 1. ſeems to give a ſhort IR of what himſelf had de- 
livercd more at large Zu#. 24. And gives an account not only of 
what happened on the day of Aſcen/ton, (onongh he cloſe with it) 
but of what happened during the forty aays from his ReſurreQtion 
ro that time.

tergnce. Which I take to be a further inſtance; (1t. our Authox 
w1ll not allow it to be called a Sabbath) at leaſt of aRe/zg:ous Aem- 
x4 for the Worthip of God; Lone ifit had. been on the |/everth 
y, how great a pup! would this have been with' ham -for a 
Seventh-day Sabbath.) 'This I take to be a.Chri/tian Sabbath, and 
within the proſpett of ' the Fourth Commandment. And though. 
it. be not expreſly called a Sabbath (to avoid confuſton or am- 
biguity, becauſe the word Sabbath in common ſpeech was then 
appropriated to the Jewiſh Sabbath, ) yet it is the ſame thang. | 
And-1f he doubt whether the Feaſt of Pemfecoftiwere. on the 
Firſt day of the eek, as was that of the Reſurre&7on ; he may 
be ſatisfhed from ZLevz.

Now when every one knows(who underſtands any thing of this 


- nature, ) that y/a axCCdTwy 1s the proper name of that day which is 


next after the Jewiſh Sabbath, as much as one a chck is the proper 
name of that hour which 1s next after Tweke - it mult either be 
great ignorance, or ſomewhat worſe lo to obje&t. I appeal to him- 
elf, whether ever he met with 7hat name (in any Author) in 
any other ſenſe. 

He ſeems to take it very unkindly,pag. 56. of thoſe who ſhould 
think that, by ſon of man ſhould be meant an ordinary Man, in 
Mar. 2. 27,28. T he Sabbath was made for Man,and not Man for the 
Sabbath; therefore the Son of Man is Lo1d alſo of the Sabbath. Where 
I think 1t 1s plain, that 1n the former verle (he Sabbath was mad? 
for Man,&c.) it is manifeſtly ſpoken of ordinary Men. And though 
in the [atter verſe, ( zhe Sonu of Man is Lord aloof the Sabbath,) by 
Son of Man I fuppole 1s meant Chrzft ; yet 1s that Title given alſo 
to ordinary Men, elſewhere,very often. As 70b. 25. 6. How much 
leſs Man who is a Worm, and the-Son of Man whois a Worm ? And 
{ſai. 51. 12. Who art thou that ſhouldſt be afraid of a Man that ſhall 
dy, and of the Son of Man which ſhall be maae as Graſs. So Pf. 8. 4. 
What is Man, that thou art mindful of him, and the Son of eMan that 
thou viſiteſt him? And to the ſame purpole, P/. 144. 3. And (to 
name no more) 1n the Book of Zzekze/, the Prophet Z#zekze/ is, in 
that one-Book, called $5 of «Man,oltner than Chrilt 1s ſo called 
in the whole Bible. And if we would argue as he doth, we might 
plauſibly object, It might be ſo meant here;though I think 1t 1s nor. 
But he cannot ſhew that ever the 7ewh Sabbath was called Zhe 
Lords day (however he thinks it m77g/ht have been;) nor{though vis 
be Greek for One) that wie ozffarwr 1s ever uſed for other than the

'T1s certain therefore that ( uis o:28d7wr) the firſt day of the 
FYeek, or the firſt day after the Fewiſh Sabbath, was from the Re- 
{urre&10n of Chriſt and after, eminently fignalized, as a day of 
{ſpecial Obſervation ; Twas honoured with Chriits Reſarred10n on 
that day; with his firſt appearance to eMary e Magdalen and the 
other Women ; then, to the 7 wo Diſciples going to Emmans, and 
his Religious Aſſembly with them there; after that, to the Dz- 
ſciples at Feruſalem and aflembling with them the ſame day; and 
the whole time of thoſe Aſſemblings employed inRe/zg7ons Exer- 
ciſes, (Preaching, Celebrating the Lords Supper, Inſtructing and 
Blefling his Diſciples, and giving them Commillion for Preach- 
ing the Goſpel and Planting the Chriſtian Church.) And again 
with the fame Diſciples on that day ſen-nzht, aſſembled with 
them, and in like manner employed. It was ſpecially fignalized 
alſo by the Miraculous Effuſton of the Holy Ghoſt on that day, in 
a great aſſembly of Jews and Gentiles on the day of Penzecost; 
and the day employed 1n Preachmg and other Re/igrons exerciſes. 
It was obſerved in like manner at 7roas, in preaching the Word, 
Celebrating the Lords Supper,and other Religious Communion, as 
things there #/ua/ on that day, It was obſerved at Corinth, not 
once onely, but as a thing of courſe ; and ſo preſumed by the A- 
poſtle when he gives particular Inſtrutions concerning a Col- 
lection for the Saints to be made weekly on that day. And in 
like manner 1n the Churches of Ga/atia, with a like LGrofina to 
them. ( And we have no reaſon to ſuſpe& but that 1n other 
Churches alſo, there was a like cuſtome of obſerving that day. ) 
And 1t 1s the onely day of the week (unleſs the Seventh-day, in 
order to the Jewiſh Sabbath) that 1s fo much as Mentioned by 
name after the Refarre&tion of Chriſt. (Ar leaſt T do not at 
preſent remember the Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth, or Sixth day 
of the week by name ſo mentioned.) Now what we have realon 
to believe was ſo generally obſerved after the Refurrecton, by 
Chriſt himſelf ( more than once,) by his Apoſtles, and by the 
Chriſtian Churches 1n their days; we have reaſon to belzeve was 
according to Chriſts direction. For we know very dane Ne 
Chr1 
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Chriſt did after his reſurre&ion grve commandments to the Apoſtles» 
about things pertaining unto the kingdome of God, and ſetling the 
Chriſtian Church. What thoſe Commandments wege in particu- 
lar, we cannot tell ; but are to preſume that what fy did there- 
in, was purſuant of thoſe commands ; and this in particular about 
obſerving zhe firſt day of the week, which we call the Chriſtian 
Sabbath; and which ( 1n contradiitinCtion to the Jewiſh Sabbath j 
1s called the Lords day ; Rev. 1. 10. And hath accordingly been 
ſo called, and io obſerved ever {ince. Which being ſo praiſed 
by the Apoſtles, and ſo continued ever lince, I take to be a good 
warrant for us to continue it, as a thing agreeable to the W1ll 
of God. 

As to what he ſo often objeQs, that there 15 no expreſs command 
thereof recorded. that is, not ſuch a command as our Author de- 
mands. Weare not to preſcribe toGod 1n what-7erms he ſhall make 
known his Wall, (any more than the Pharifees, at. 16. 4. were 
to preſcribe to Chriſt what kind of /iens he was to ſhew to teſtity 
his authority ; ) 'tis ſufficient 1t God do in his own way intimate 
what 1s his Will, though 1t be not with the formality of Be zr 
Enatted. And thoſe who are willing to be taught of God, will be 
content ſo to underſtand his meaning. An approved Prattiſe 1n 
the Worſhip of God, frequently Repeated, atteſted by eAracles, 
encouraged by Chriſts own Zxample, and that of the 4po/tes and 
the Chri/tzan Churches then,and continucd in the Chriſtian Church 
ever ſince : Is to me great evidence of the will of God; and that 
there was a command for it, though it be not recorded. (Like as 
I believe that there was, very early, a command from God, to 
worſhip ham by Sacrzfice, though that command be not recorded.) 

But (to that of 1ts being ſo obſerved ever ſince ) he objedts, 
we have nothing but 7raa7z7or, either that the Chriſtian Sabbath 
hath been ſo obſerved, or thart it 1s called zhe Zords-day. And 
Tradition 1s what he takes great pleaſure to cxclaim-againſt ; It 
that be admitted ( ſaith he) where ſhall we ſtop? 

Very well! Iam not over fond of laying too great a weight 
upon Traditions ; at leaſt not on all things that are pretended fo 
to be. But, I pray, How can he tell, otherwiſe than by Traa- 
tow, whether our Saturday or our Sunday, be the. S-venth day 
in courſe from the Creation? Or, ( if that be too hard a queſtion) 
whether of the two 1s the Seventh day of the Fewiſh week, I know 
nothing but 7raation for it. I cannot remember ſo long : Nor 
| have I ſo long kept ſo itri& account of days as to be ſure of it. 
[ truſt to the common Computation of the world, that our Sah- 
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bath is a continuation of that Sabbath which the Apoſtles kept. 
And if fo, Iam ſafe. If not, I cannot help it. And becauſe I 


- think the Apolt]es Sabbath was on the firſt day of the Jewiſh 


week, therefore I think ours to be ſo. But if theirs was not, 
neither 1s ours. 

le would not have that ot St. John, Revel. 1. 10. 7 was in the 
{pirit 5n the Lords-day to be underſtood of ourSabbath.And why not? 


He te]ls us, 1. Some think 1t to be Chri/tmaſs-day ; 2. Some think 


1t to be Zafter-day ; and 3. Some think it to be the Day of Fude- 
ment. And long Diſcourſes we have upon all theſe. Well! But 
doth he think 1t to be meant of any of theſe? No. Then, to what 
purpoſe are theſe alleged, in diſparagement of the Chriſtian 
Sabbath ? 

But he ſeems to have ſo great diſpleaſure againſt the Chriftzar 
Sabbath, that whatever he can thisk of to be Objefted (though 
he do not think it to be true) he will be ſure to ObjeR, ( that he 
may di{parage the day, or perplex the Argument) as if he were 
more concerned to beat down the Chri/tzan Sabbath, than to ſet 
up the Zewſh. Not conſidering, that, .by all this, he 1s doing 
their Work who would have none at all. For they know well 
that the Zewſh Sabbath hath been long ſince laid aſide ( without 
any great fear of returning ;) and if they can but throw off the 
Chri/tzan Sabbath alſo, 'tis what they would have. And 'tis of a 
like 1mport what he argues (p. 84.) for coming to the publick 
but once a day, ( not twice as our manneris; ) For thoſe who care 
not to come at all, if he diſpence with them as to the One, they 
will diſpence with themſelves as to the Other meeting. 

I ſhould rather think, that, the whole day being Te to the 
Service of God ( publick and priyate) 1t 1s to be parcelled out, 
as to the number and times of publick meeting ; as might ( accor- 
ding to Chriſtian Prudence ) be judged molt conducing ( 1n this 
or that place) to thoſe ends, and to common Edification ; and 
that, to make ſuch little Circumſtances (otherwiſe than as they 
conduce to thoſe general ends) a matter of Relzzzous Obſervation, 
or Divine [nſtitution, 1s a like extravagance as that of the Pha- 
riſees 1n laying ike weight on their Traditions, and that of the 
Papiſts on their numerous Superſtitious Ceremonies. And 1s as 
properly ſuper/ti71on, as theſe. 

o Not know this Author, (who thus argues againſt ob- 
ſerving the Chriſtian Sabbath, and againſt publick meeting on 
that day more than once ;) And therefore am not willing to judge 
hardly. But the natural reſult of what he argues, 1s as I told you. * 

He 
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He doth not think that John, was (on the Z5rds day Rev.1 1o.) 
keeping the Anniverſary of Chriſts Tncarnation ; nor of his Reſur- 
redFion. (No more do I.) But why not? Becauſe (faith he ) he 
may [ay as in the caſe of Moſes's dead boay, No man knows of 
his Sepulchre to this day. Now as to the /ucarnation, I am apt to 
think, that no man doth Af this day know cerzazny, either on 
what day of the Year, or what day ot the Week Chriſt was 
born ( nor is it any matter whether we do or no.) But I ſhould 
rather ſay, no man knows A this day, than (as he) no man 
knoweth Zo this day, (as if no man hitherto had known 1t:) for 
certainly there have been thoſe who knew 1t heretofore (while 
he was alive) though it be now forgotten, and a# hrs day no 
man knows it. But. will he ſay ſo as to the Reſurretton ? I 
think it 1s plain, that Chriſt was Crucified on the fourteenth 
day, lay in the Grave the fifteenth, and role again the /zxrreenth 
day, of the jfir/# month. And that he role on the fir/t day of the 
week, no man doubts. He ſhould rather have put it thus, As wo 
man knows To this day, where is the Boay of Moles, (that it might 
not be worſhiped, ) So wo man knows At 7his day , which 15s the 
Seventh in courſe from the Creation ; that we might not contend 
about it. 

However, I am contented to admit, ( 1t that will pleaſe him ) 
that Zhe Lords day there mention'd was neither meant of Chr:/t- 
maſs-day, nor Eaſfter-day, nor Whitſunday, nor the day of Fude- 
ment ; but think 1t to be meant of 7he firſt day of the week, which 
1s the Chri/tian Sabbath. Not, of any of thoſe other days men- 
tioned ; nor of the Jewiſh Sabbath, as he would have it. 

"Tis, I think, a new notion of his own (at leaſt I know none 
other of his mind) that it ſhould be meant of the Zew:ſh Sabbath. 
He grants there is nothing from the Circumſtances of the place to 
determine it to this day. Nor doth he pretend to ſhew. that the 
Jewiſh Sabbath was ever 1o called. But he thinks it 72h have 
been ſo called. For he ſays God bleſſed and ſanttified the ſeventh 
day ( that is, the Seventh day after Six days of Labour) there- 
fore 1t might have been called the Lords day : and ſo may as well 
the Chriſtian Sabbath as the Jews Sabbath. That the Son of Man 
7s Lord alſo of the Sabbath aay ; And ſo is he of every day 1n the 
Week; and of the Chri/tian Sabbath (when that is the Sabbath) 
as well as of the Fewiſh. That the ſeventh day is the Sabbath of 
the Lord our God; that is, the Seventh day after Six days of I.a- 
bour ; but whether the Seventh day in courſe from the Creation, 
1s no where ſaid. That /ar. 58. 13. The Sabbath is called my 

holy 
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holy day : True, on what ever day the Sabbath be: Firſt or 
Seventh of the Week; or whatever day GodAppoints to be kept 
Holy ; As for inſtance, the firſt and ſeventh day of the Feaſt of Us 6 
leavened bread, E.x. 12.16. The Fir/t day ſhall be a Holy Convo- 
cation; and the Seventh day ſhall be a Z2/y Convocation ; and 
each of them was the Lords Foly day,on what ever day of the week 
they happened. And the like for other days, So Levit. 23.2, 4, 7, 
8,21, 24, 25, 27, 28, 30, 32, 35, 36, 39. and Num. 28. 18,25,26. 
Num. 2.9.1, 7, 12, 35. All the days here mentioned are the Lords 
Holy days, yet I do not take any of them to be jutes wererr. And 
all he can pretend to from theſe or whatever he produceth , is 
no more but that the Few Sabbath (while it was the Sabbath) 
might have been lo called, wary nun ihe Loras day ; he doth not 
retend to ſhew that ever 27 was fo called. 

Now I would deſire this Gentleman (1f he can but a little while 
lay afide his prejudice) to conlider, firit that the Lords day was 
——__ name of a day; whereby it might be known as diſtin- 
guiſhed from other days ; (elſe to what purpoſe is it ſaid 7 was 
mn the ſpirit on the Lords day ;) whereas the proper name of the 
Zewiſh Sabbath ( and of that onely as he would have us think 
Þ. 64.) was the Sabbath day; and there 1s no appearance of rea- 
ſon, why, if he meant that day, he ſhould not rather have ſaid 
I was m the ſpirit on the Sabbath aay, or the ſeventh day. This 
therefore muſt needs be meant of ſome other day, known by an 
other name. 

2. I would have him next conſider, the 7he Lord in the OldTe- 
ſtament 15 the uſual name of God indefinitely ; without particula- 
rizing this or that of the Three Perſons; and the Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God, doth not appropraate 1t to the ſecond Perſon more 
than to the fir/t and third, And though I do not deny, that our 
Lord Chriſt was the God who gave the Ten Commandments (for all 
the three Perſons are the ſame God, ) yet I do not think it to be 
Chriſt onely, as contradiſtinguiſhed to the other two. And when 
it 18 ſaid, / am the Lord thy God, thou ſhalt have uo other God but 
me; the meaning 1s not, I the ſecond Perſon, am ſo the Lord 
thy God, that thou ſhalt own no o7her Perſon for thy Ged beſide 
26 the ſecond Perſon. But 6 wer the Lord, in the New Teftament, 
is for the molt part applied peculiarly to our Lord Chrift (God and 
Man.) and 1s underſtood »aJ* 75o»y3y of him. (As he 1s called elfſe- 
where «7 ?Zo y iv theSon of Man.) And accordingly ip42s werarh mult 
be a day peculiarly appropriate( nd we's) to our Lord Chriſt ; which 
the Jews Sabbath was not, nor that of the Fourth Commandment: 


which 
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which 1s the Sabbath of the Zord thy God, that is of God indefinite- 
ty ; for 'tis in that notion that God ſpeaks 1n the Ten Command- 
ments, not as one perſon contradiſtinct to the other two. 

It 1s 5putea xverert the Lords day 1na like fente as Sar weeds 
the Lords Supper, 1 Cor. 11. 20. and T 9THCLGP LUELES TEX Te vers, 
the Cup of the Lord, the Table of the Lord, 1 Cor. To. 21, 22. 1 Cor. 
T1. 27. In all which, by he Lord,1s meant the Lord Chrit, God 
and Man, And becauſe, there being a double Sabbath then in uſe, 
(the Jew!ſh Sabbath, and the Chri/zan Sabbath,) and the word 
Sabbath indefinitely having been a long time applied to the 7eww?ſh 
Sabbath, - and would be apt to be underltood of 1t ; therefore (by 
way of diſtin&ion) that of the Chriſtians (though a Sa#4a7h allo, 
within the ſenſe of the Fourth Commandment ) was called he 
Lords aay, as being the Day or Sabbath appropriate to our Lord 
Feſus ChriRe. And therefqre when he tells us, ſo often, the World 
was made by our Lord Feſus Chriſt, and the Law given on Mount 
Simai by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, (upon which Notions he ſeems to 
lay great f{treſs,though it be nothing to the purpoſe,)[think it 1s a 
miſtake. For our Lord 7eſus Chriſt 1s God and Man,but he was not 
God and Man when theWorld was made,or theLaw given,but one- 
ly God. "Tis true Chriſt as God, (according to his Divine Nature) 1s 
the ſame God who made the World,and gave the Law,(for we have 
no other God but one)but not as God and Man. For Man he was not 
at that time,but in the fullneſs of time became Man. The Sabbath 
of the Lord ourGod(in theFourth Commandment,with equal reſpect - 
to all the Three Perſons} doth not ſignify the ſame as,The Sabbath 
of our Lord Feſus Chriſt (God and Man.) The Lord our God there, 
not the ſame with our Lord Feſus Chriſt, in the New Teſtament. 
But ime weinudy (the Lords Supper) 18 the Supper of the Lord 
Feſus Chri? (God and Man) the Founder of our Chriſtian Reli- 
£10N : And accordingly 130% WW 222K" the Lords day) is the day 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, a day appointed by him, 

3- I would have him conſider further, that 74e Lords day, (do- 
mM1nica, or ates dominitcas,) hath been all along in all ages of the 
Chriſtian Church, uſed as zhe proper name of what we otherwiſe 
call the Chr;/tian Sabbath ; and not for the proper name of any other 
day ; and therefore, till ſomewhat do appear to the contrary, I 
ſhall take it to be the ſame with what 15s called he Lords day in 
Scripture. 

There 1s,in the New Teſtament,a place called Rome; and there 
1s at this day a place in 7aly called Rome, and which hath been 
ſo called all along ever fince; neither do I know of any other emi- 
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nent place ſo called. Therefore (till ſomewhat do appear to the 
contrary) I ſhall preſume our Rome to be the ſame place with that 
which 1n the New Teſtament 1s called Rome. 

We find 1n ſcripture there 1s an Ifland of the Mediterranean 
Sea called He/:ta or Malta ( where St. Paul ſuffered Ship-wrack) 
not far {rom another I{land called Creze : Now we know alſo there 
1s in the Mediterranean Sea an {land called MHa/ta at this day, 
and another not lar from thence called Crete or Canay, and we do 
not know of any other Iilands ſo called, then,or at any time ſince; 
and therefore we may ſafely preſume (till ſomewhat do appear 
to the contrary) vhat thole [{lands now 1o called, are the ſame 
Iflands with thoſe which were then ſo called. 

And in ike manner,that Day which hath been ever ſince called 
the Lords-day as by its proper name, we may and ought to preſume 
to be the ſame day which. was by St. 7e4n lo called (as by its 
proper name) 1n Fev. 1. 16. when he wrote the Book cf the Re- 
velation; till 1t can be ſhewed that he did by that name mean 
lome other day 

And we have the more reaſon ſo to preſume, becauſe we find it 
ſo called by others, very foon after St. Fo4n's time; and by thoſe 
whom we have great reaſon to believe to have been well acquaint- 
ed with St. 70hn's meaning and his manner of ſpeech. 

The firlt I ſhall name 1s .St. Zenarzus, who was not onely Con. 
temporary with St. 704z, but was a Diſciple or Scholar of St.Zohrr. 
Now St..70/n (according to the beſt account we can have from 
Chronology ) wrote his Revelation in Patmos (whither he was 
baniſhed by Domztzan,) in or about the year of our Lord 96; (after 
which he wrote his Goſpel, upon his return from Patmos to £- 
pheſns -) And died in the Year 98 or 99 under 7rajanus. And 
/enatins died a Martyr under the ſame Emperor 7rajan, in the 
Year of our Lord 107. So that there 1s no great diſtance 1n time. 
{And if we ſhould mils a Year or two 1t 1s not material.) How 
jong before his death /enarins wrote his Epiltle to the Magneftars, 
vie are not ſure (nor 1s 1t material ;) Now 1n that his Epiſtle to 
the Mazneſtans, even according to the genuine Edition publiſhed 
by Biſhop Uſher out of an ancient Manuſcript (not that which 1s 
juitly ſatpected to be interpolated,)he doth earneſtly exhort them 
ot to Judaize. but to live as Chriitians; (S: enim uſque nunc ſe- 
eundum Judaiſmum Vinimus ; coufitemur gratiam non recepiſſe.} 
And as to the Sabbath in particular, Aon amplius Sabbatizantes, 
ſed ſecundum Dominicam viventes, in qua (y vita noftra orta 
ett :) Not any hger obſerving the Jewiſh Sabbath, but the Hons 
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Day 0n which Chriſt our Life roſe again. Tt 15 manifeſt therefore, 
that within 8 or 10 years after St.Zoþn's writing,zhe Lords day did 
not ſignify the Jewiſh Sabbath, but the jir/t day of the week, on 
which, our Saviour Roſe again; and that it was then obſerved in 
contradiſtinQion to the Jewiſh Sabbath. TI forbear td mention his 
Epiſtle ad Tra/l:anos (where again we have wear) applied to 
the firſt day of the week on whach Chriſt roſe again) becauſe it 
1s 1n that Edition which 1s ſuſpeced to be interpolated. 

1 might to this add the Teſtimony of Po/ycarp, who was allo 
a Diſciple of St. Zohn, and collected and publiſhed theſe Epiſtles 
ot /enatius ; and may be preſumed to underſtand what St. Zohr 
meant by zhe Lords aay. 

But'I ſhall add 1n the next place that of Juſtin Martyr ; whom 
though I cannot call *a Dzſcrple of St. John, ( becauſe he was not 
converted to the Chriitian Religion till about the Year of our 
Lord 129, about Thirty years after St. John's Death,) yet he 
hrved fo ſoon after, that he could not be 1gnorant of the Chriſtians 
Practiſe, and what they underſtood St. oh to mean by the Lord's 
Day. And how that day was obſerved in Zu/tirs time, he tells 
us in (what 1s called) his Second Apology, Ti  $ats aeypiry nnkee. 
mal wy x7 m0AGig i d2g36 wrorrwy GH T0 auT GunkAtums pit)at, h; To EN9yn- 
workuus ma 3 *ATGREAOYH me 00/69 44d Ta Th men tnmar dra vuworlar and 
a little after ? 9% fais nutec!, xomy narlts F owthevmar mitus In i769) 
erdm giv, iv 13 Os m oK6T@& oy # valw 74as, noouer eminne' of Inofs 
Xergrs 6 vupemiggs wigs TH au]n npipe ox veuay avicy, On that aay com- 
monly called Sunday, there 1s held a Congregation or a general Meet- 
ing together, of all [nhabitants whether of City or Country, and 
there are publickly read the e Memorials or «Monuments of the Apo- 
Fftles, or the Writings of the Prophets, &c. And again, ' 7 he day 
called Sunday we do all in common make F owaevay the Meeting-day, 
for that the Firſt-aay 15 1t on which God fr om Darkneſs and: Matter 
made the World, and our Saviour Chriſt did on the ſame da 
riſe from the dead. In which places though 1t be not called e 4 
minica, but ates ſolis, (becauſe I ſpeaking to a Heathen Em- 
peror,) yet how 1t was then ſo/emnly obſerved, in memory of our 
Lord Chriſts Reſurre&ion, 1s evident. 

"Tis manifeſt therefore that z7he Lords day (iptcs wenn, Do- 
mica, or Dies Dominicus,)was the known name of a day 1o called 
when St.7ohn wrote his Revelation ; That it was. a day of Religious 
Worſhip contradi{tinguiſhed to that of the 7Zew!/h Sabbath, lo ob- 
ſerved and ſo caZed by (St. John's Diſciple) /enatins within 8 or 
Io years at molt after St. 7ohn's writing that Book ; (Which he

would not have done if he had not thought it to be ſo meant by 
his Maſter St. Fohn.) And in what manner it was obſerved (in 
their ſolemn religious aflemblies) 7uſtin Martyr tells us within 
20 years after that; and that it was otherwiſe called ( 9 nais 
nuts ) Sunday. And that Dominica or Dies Dominicus, hath been 
ſo uſed not onely by the Ancient Chriſtian Wrnters, /[gnatus, 
Clemens, Treneus, Origen, 7ertullian, &c. but by the Councils and 
Church Hiſtory all along ; hath been ſo often ſhewed by divers, 
and 1s to be feen by any who pleaſe to conſult them, as 1s not to 
be doubted by any ; unleſs we would (under the notion of 7ra- 
dition) deny all Hiſtory ; which in a plain matter of Fa& were 
very unreaſonable. Nor can he ſhew that the name of the Lords 
day ever was (however 1t might have been as he thinks) attri- 
buted to the Zewwrſh Sabbath. And therefore to tell us that this 
name 1s /to{en from the Zewiſh Sabbath to be applied to. ours, 1s 
ſuch a Fanſy as may be /aughed at, but doth not deferve a ſerious 
Anſwer. Sure we are that the Chrifz7;an Sabbath hath been long 
in poſleſlion of that name ; but, that ever the Zew/h Sabbath was 
{o,there 1s no evidence : Therefore the 7 heft muſt be on his fide, 
who Fzeals it from us to give 1t to the Jewiſh Sabbath. 

But he tells us, that our Saviour himſelf obſerved the Jewiſh 
Sabbath. (And I ſuppoſe. he did ſo. And, that he was Circum- 
ciſed alſo, and did obſerve the Ceremonial Law.) But it was be- 
fore his Death and Reſurre&ion. TI do not find that he obſerved 
it afterward. 

But he ſays, after Chriſts Death when he had ſaid 77 zs finiſhed, 
he kept the Sabbath in the Grave. Be it ſo (if that were keeping 
a Sabbath.) And the good Women reſted on that day according 70 
the Commandment. And why not ? Since- Chrilt was not yet 
riſen ; nor was the day yet changed, or pretended ſo to be. This 
therefore is but Whimley and nothing to the purpoſe. We all 
agree; that, til! the Reſurreion of Chriſt, the Jews obſerved 
the Jewiſh Sabbath, on what they called the Seventh-day of their 
Week. But whether or no 1t were a Seventh from the Creation, 
we cannot te]l, 

'Tis more to the purpoſe what he tells us, that Paul and other 
Chriſtians did after Chriſts Reſurre&ion ſeem to obſerve the 
ſewiſth Sabbath ; Going to the Temple and to the Synagogues 04 
the Sabbath day ; meaning thereby the Jewrſh Sabbath. And it 1s 
true; They did ſo go. But I anſwer ; | 

x. So they did on other days as well as on the Sabbath, and 1n 
ther places, as well as in the Synagogue and the Temple, AZ. 5. 
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(nay Te iuhegs, iy tr % nal exo? ) they ceaſed not to preach 
Teſus _ And AF. 2.46. they continued dayly ral tuiogy with 
one accord in the Temple, xnavlis + 181 dixay deny, and breaking bread 
at home, or from houſe to hruſe. As to ſuch duties of Worſhip as 
were common to them with the Jews, they took the opportunity 
of joining therein with them ; whether on their Sabbath, or on 
any other day; but as to what was peculiarly Chri/tzan, this they 
performed 1n ſeparate meetings from them; breaking Bread 
at home, »gl' oIvv, or from houſe 10 houſe 5 The Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper (being peculiarly a Chrj/tzan ſervice) they did cele- 
brate ig, their houſes, or ſeparate places of meeting. And fo we 
find it at Troas; and, on the firſt day of the week; At. 20. 7. on 
the Wh day of the week, when the Diſciples were met to break 
bread, Paul preached, &c. Their meeting tor this Chri/tzan ſervice, 
was in a ſeparate p/ace, and on another day, from that of the 
Fewiſh (ſervice. And Paul at Athens. Act. 17. 17. he diſputeth m 
the Synagogue with the Jews, and with the devout perſons, and in the 
Market, Dayly, (7 minuy uicer,) He took the opportunity of pub- 
ick meetings, whether in the Synagogues or eliewhere, whether 
on the Sabbath or any other day, to preach Chriſt to them, whe- 
ther Jews or Greeks. Which doth not prove that they did then 
take the ſeventh day to be the Chri/tzan Sabbath ; any more than 
our going to Hear or Preach a Week-day Lecture, ſuppoſe on 
Thurſday, would prove, that we take Thurſday to be our Sabbath : 
or Paul's Preaching on Mars-h:/, or in the Market-place, wou!'d 
prove that he took theſe places to be the Temple or Synagogue. 
He knew the(> to be Times and Places of concourſe, and there- 
fore took the opportunity of Preaching Then and There ; and 
would ſo have done at any other time and place as there was oc- 
calion : 7n ſeaſon or out of ſeaſon,as he adviſerth 7 imothy,zT im.4.2. 
He doth not deny, p. 12.2. but that-Paul did Feep the Feaſt ( of 
the Paſſ-over) after the Reſurrefion of wad 5 Becauſe of what 
we have A. 18. 21. He bids them farewel (at Epheſus ) ſaying, 
1 muſt by all means keep this Feaſt that cometh, at [eruſalem ; but 
7 will return again unto you, if God will. Which Feaſt he thinks 
to be that of the Paſſover, though 1t be not named. But whether 
that or whatever Feaſt of the Jews it be, it 1s all one as to our 
buſineſs. How great a proof would this have been for the Seventh 
day-Sabbath, 14 it had been- ſaid '7 muſt by all means keep the Sab- 
bath ! "Tis ſaid indeed, he did on the Sabbath day go into the Syna- 
&ogue ( but 1o he did on other days,) but not that he &epz the wr 
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bath day ; much leſs that he muſt by al} means Keep it. Or that 
he mult by af means take a journey from Epheſus to Feruſalem 
rather than mo? keep it, though he were 7o return thither again. 
Yet this Author doth not, for all this think, the Law for the 
Zewwiſh Paſs-over to be then in force. - But only that Paul took oc- 
ca/ion to be there at that publick great concourſe of People, to preach 
Chriſt to the multitude. For that the Apoſtles were under no obli- 
gation to keep that feaſt of the Paſs-over, after the death of Chriſt, 
rs to him ( he ſays) paſt doubt, And why may not we ſay.the ſame 
of his gorng into the Synagogue on the Sabbath day (rather than miſs 
tuch an opportunity of a publick concourſe)which was a leſs journey 
than from Epheſus to Feruſalem ? though under no ob/1gation to keep 
the Fewiſh Sabbath, more than 7o keep the Fews Paſs-over. 

2. Burt I anſwer further. The Jews who were not Chriſtians, 
did yet continue to obſerve the Jewiſh Sabbath asa matter of duty. 
And there was no reaſon why they ſhould not. For, while they 
did not acknowledge our Chrift to be the eMefrah, nor the Mo- 
faick Law to be at an end, but Circumciſion and the Jewiſh Oeco- 
om yet in force, there was no reaſon why they ſhould not. 
think themſe] ves obliged to the Jewiſh Sabbath. And many of 
the Chri/tian Jews, who were not yet ſatisfied of the Abolition of 
the Moſaick Law, did comply with them therein. For knowing 
this to have been a law once, and not yet being fully ſatisfied that 
it was expired, they were content {till to obſerve it. (Andit 
our Gentleman be of that mind, I would not hinder him,if a Jew, 
from ſo doing ; but neither would I incourage him. ) And 1 find 
the Apoſtles willing to connave at it, and eyen to countenance 1t. 
Not as a thing neceſ/ary, but at leaſt allowable. 

And though they did not think fit to bring a vew Toke upon 
the Gentiles, who had not before been obliged to the Jewiſh Law, 
(and therefore would not allow the Gentiles to be Circumciſed; 
as appears by S. Paul's Epiſtle to the Galattans, and the Decrees 
of the Synod at Jeruſalem, AR. 15.) yet he allowed the Fews to 
practiſe it (to whom it had once been a Law ) and accordingly 
Circumciſed Timothy At. 16. becauſe, though his Father were a 
Greek, yet his Mother was a Jew : (but he did not Circumcile 
Titus Gal. 2. 3. for whom there was not the ſame reaſon. ) 

And he did himſelf comply with the 7ew:fh ceremonies; As 
AF. 18. 18. Having ſhorn his head in Cenchrea; For he had a vow. 
And thoſe of Purification AC. 21. Not that he thought thoſe 
Laws now obliging ; but, becauſe many of the behevimmg Jews were 
yet zealaus of the Law, and thought themlclyes obliged by it, "= 
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would not give offenſe to them. For he was ſatisfied as to himſelf, 
that Circumciſion availeth nothing,nor Uncircumciſion, i. Cor. 7.19. 
Gal. 6. 15. But was content ( till by time and turther inſtruction 
they ſhould be better ſatisfied ) that each one ſhould be gratified, 
as to their own practiſe, according to their own ſentiments, as 
to things yet diſputable. | 

And accordingly, as to eating or uo? eating things forbidden by 
Moſes's Law, his advice was, to the Romans, ( many of whom 
were Jews ) Rom. 14. 17. Let not him that cateth not, judge him 
that eateth, (as breaking a Law which he thinks to be. yet in 
force, nor let him that eateth, deſpiſe him that eateth not, (as a 
fool that doth not underſtand his own liberty ) for the kingdom of 
God 15 not meat and drink, &c. 

And 1n like manner thoſe at Jeruſalem ACt. 15. though they did 
not think fit to bring a new 7oke of Circumci/ton upon the Gentiles 
(to whom before it had not been a Law) yet do adviſe them to 
torbear things ſtrangled and bloud, becauſe this had once been a 
Law to all the Sons of \aah, Gen. 9. 4. | 

Not but that even this was now antiquated, but ( to avoid 
oftenſe) becauſe it had once been a Law. For I take even thoſe 
things to fall under theſe Generals, 7 he kingdom of God is not meat 
and drink,but rightecuſneſs and peace and joy in the Holy Ghoſt, Rom. 
14.17. and every creature of God is good, 1. Tim. 4-. 4. { know, and 
am perſwaded that there is nothing unclean of it” ſelf”: But Alt things 
maced are pure, Rom. 14. 14, 20. Tit. 1. 15. Heat commendeth 
us not to Gd ; For neither if we eat, are we the better [os making 
uſe of our lawful liberty) nezther if we eat not (in compliance with 
thoſe who be unſatisfied) are we the worſe, 2. Cor. 8. 8. 

So that the PraCtice of the Apoſtles or of the Church at that 
time, in compliance with the Jews, as to what had before been a 
Law, but now was not; 1s no argument that the thing was then 
obligatory, as before 1t had been, but only an argument of their 
condeſcenſion 1n things of a middle nature, rather than to give 
offenſe to thoſe who were therein unſatisfied ; according to that 
principle of his A/ things are lawful for me but all things arc 
wot expedient, 1 Cor. 10. 23. To grue no offenſe either to Few or 
Gentile, or to the Church 6f God, ver. 32, 33. To the Jews 7 be- 
came as a Jew; To the weak 1 became as weak; 1 am. made all 
things to all men. 1. Cor. g. 19, In fo much that even in. thoſe 
things which he knew to be lawful, yet, rather than give offenſe 
to a weak brother, he would forbear, /f meat make my brother to 
offend, ( or, be an offenſe to a brother ) 7 will eat no fleſh while the 
world /tandeth, leſt I make my Brother to offend. And 
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And the like I ſuppoſe as to the Jew: Sabbath; Fe that re- 
gardeth a aay regaraeth it to the Lord; and he that regardeth not the 
day, to the Lord he doth no! __— it. He that eateth, eateth to the 
Lord, for-he grveth God thanks; and he that eateth not , to the 
Lord he eateth not, and giveth God thanks, Rom. 14. 6. Where 'tis 
manifeſt that he doth parallel the obſerving or not obſerving a 
day then queſtionable ; with the abſtaining from mears diſpu- 
table; that 1s, from ſuch as before were unlawful, but now ceaſed 
ſo to be, though all were not yet therein ſatished. 

And thongh 1t be not expreſly ſaid, what was the Day thus 
1n queſtion; yet 1t 1s molt likely to be that of the Zewſh Sabbath ; 
For, that the fir/t day of the Week or Chriſtian Sabbath was now 
obſerved, ſeems very plain: and whether the Zewiſh Sabbath 
ſhould be obſerved alfo, was the queſtion, And thoſe who were 
for continuing Circumci/ton and the Moſarck Ceremonies, were 
doubtleſs for that alſo. And the Apoſtles Rule was for a mutual 
condeſcenſion ( as to the Jews) for each to follow their own ſen- 
timents therein, without cenſuring one another. 

But as to the Gentiles, he ſeems to be of another mind ; And 
therefore to the Galatians, who were molt of them Genz:Je-Chrz- 
ftians, he would not ſo much as a/ſow the practiſe of Circumci/ton 
( which to the Jews he did;) and tells them that zf 7hey be Circam- 
cifed Chriſt profiteth them nothing ; and he that 1s Circamciſed is 
acbtor to the whole Law, Gal. 5. 2, 3. For it was a renouncing 
Chriſt who-had made them Free; putting themſelves under the 
Jewiſh Yoke, to which (even before ) they were not ſubject. 

And therefore to theſe he ſpeaks more warrly, Gal. 1. 6, 7. 
T marvel that you are ſo ſoon removed from him that called you into 
the grace of Chriſt, unto another Goſpel : Which ts not another, ( or, 
there being no other Goſpel 5 wn 5 dwo, where as there 1s not any 
other Golpel ; ) only there be ſome that trouble you, and would per. 
vert the Goſpel of Chri/t. And ſuch are thoſe who would bring on 
them a zew Toke, ( by making that a Duty which God had not 
made ſo.) Where he prefſeth them to keep cloſe to the Goſpel 
of Chriſt, as by him delivered (without any connexion of Meoſes's 
Law,) there being indeed wo other Goſpel but that; and they who 
teach them otherwiſe, do pervert the Goſpel ; the true Golpel of * 
Chriſt, including no obligation to the Jewiſh Law ; exther as to 
Circumciſion or the difference of meats, or other particulars of 
that Law ; as he argues, 1n the ſecond, third and fourth Chap- 
ters; ſhewing that even thoſe who were before under it, are now 
Ireed from 1t,and they much more who were never under penn 

there- 
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thereupon Chap. 4. 9, 10, 11. he rebukes them ſeverely, that afzer 
they had known God ( or rather were known of God) they ſhould 
turn again to the weak and beggarly rudiments or elements. Ne ob- 
ſerve (ſaith he ) days and months and times and years, 1 am afraid 
of you left I have beſtoweg npon you labour in vain. 

"Tis not indeed here ſaid 1n particular, what thoſe days were, 
that are here meant; yet it 1s molt 1ikely (and ſcarce to be doubted) 
to be meant of the Zew?ſh Sabbath. For though other Obſervation 
of Times be here reckoned up (there being the ſame reaſon of all) 
yet there was no occa/ton for the orhers, in Galatia. For the Jews 
themſelves did not think themſelves obliged ( nor do the [ews 
at this day ) to the obſervation of their 67her Feaſts or Faſts out 
of their own land. But to that of Circumci/ton, and of the 
Jewiſh Sabbath, and the diſtinaion of eMeats, they thought them- 
ſelves obliged even out of their own Jand. And of ſuch we 
mult underſtand this to the Ga/atzans. » Theſe being the things 
there in queſtion; not thoſe other, which were confined to the 
land of Canaay. 

But he objects here, that though Days be mentianed, yet not 
Sabbath-aays ; and fanfies it might be meant of ſome 97her days ; 
not of Sabbaths, 'To gratify him therefore in this alſo, I wall 
proceed to that of Cole 2.16, Where Sabbaths are expreſly named. 

To the Co/o/faans, who were alſo Chriſtian Gent:/es, he pur- 
{ues the ſame notions; Leaſt any ont ſhould beguile them with mtice- 
ng words, Col. 2, 4. ( thereby to bring them under the Moſaick 
Law:) He bids them Zeware /:/t any ſpoil them through Philoſophy 
and vain deceit. Whereby, 1 ſuppoſe, he means the Moſaick 
doQtrines or Philoſophy of the Jews, ( which Clemens Alexan- 
arinus doth all along call gixemgiav Baptapwr in contradiſtintion 
to that of the Greeks, ) after the traditions of men , after. the 
rudiments LY elements) of the world, and not after Chriſt , 
ver. 8, and that particularly of Circamciſron ver. 11. (1n the 
room of which, PBapriſm 1s come; ver. 1F. ) Chriſt, by his 
Death having blotted out the hand-writing of ordinances ( meaning 
the Jewiſh Law ) and tek it out of the way, nailing tt to his Croſs, 
ver. 14. and ( amonglit other things ) Le? no man therefore judze 

ou in meat or in drink ( as if ſome were now c/ean others unclean, 
as under the Moſaick Law, ) cr mn reſpect of an holy day, ( i:y ris a 
Feſtival \ or of the new Moon , or of the Sabbath days, i veeuny'a; 
ozCCaTw, var. 16, Where by Sabbath muit needs be meant the 
Jewiſh Sabbath ; the day which in common ſpeech was under- 

{tood by the word Sabbath. , 
or 
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For this, he hath two or three evaſions. He doth commonly 
preſs hard 1n other places, that by Sabbath is to be underſtood 
the Jews Seventh-day-Sabbath , and no other. (The holy Spirit 
oth call the Seventh-day, the Sabbath, and no other day of the 
week both in the Old and in the New 7 eftament throughout, p. 46.) 
And, I think, he is not much out there1n ; that it doth, uſually, 
{o ſignify where 1t doth not come with ſome intimation to dire& 
us to ſome other ſenſe. And why it ſhould not be thought ſo to 
ſignify here, I ſee no reaſon. For though I take our Chrtzan 
Sabbath to fall as properly under the word Sabbath in the Fourth 
Commandment, as that of the Fews; yet the word, in common 
ule, having by this time become the LO name of that Day 
which the Jews fo called, it was neceflary ( to avoid confuſion ) 
to give the Chriſtan Sabbath another name; as that of zhe Lord's 
Day, or the firſt day of the aveek, And conſequently that the 
Sabbaths here mentioned, are to be underſtood ( according to the 
then uſe of the word ) of 7hoſe Sabbaths. Not as if all days of 
Holy Rez5t were hereby forbidden; but onely the nicety of con- 
fiming 1« particularly to that day which was then (1n common 
{peech ) ſo called. | 

But he would not have it here underſtood of the Seventh-day 
Sabbath (as every where elſe ) but ſome other Ceremonial Sab- 
baths ; but what thoſe are, he doth not tell us. 

That there were ſome other Fea/ts obſerved by the Tews,which, 
in the Old Teſtament, are ſometimes called Sabbarhs ( but very 
{ſeldome, ) I do not deny: nor that thoſe come under the ge- 
neral Words 1n this place. But thoſe do not ſeem to be here 
principally intended, becauſe 1t 1s manifeſt to be underitood of 
the Sabbath zhere in diſpute. Now there was no occaſion of 
a diſpute concerning the obſervance of thoſe other Sabbaths, a- 
moneglt the Gentiles, out of the Holy-land. Theſe obſervations 
being not thought obligatory, even to the Jews, but in their own 
Land onely. And it is expreſly provided, Deaz. 16. that theſe 
were not to be kept in any place promiſcuoully ; not within any 
of the Gates which the Lord thy God giveth thee ; But in the place 
which the Lord thy God ſhall chuſe to place his name there. So of 
the Paſi-over, yer. 5, 6. So of the Fealt of Pentzeco/t, ver. 11. $0 
of the Feaſt of Tabernacles, ver. 15. And of altogether, ver. 16. And 
therefore, not out of their own Land. TI do not deny but that 
they might, 1n private houſes, eat the Paſchal Lamb, (as Chriſt 
aid, with his Diſciples, ) but not Sacrifice the Palſs-over. For 1t 
was to be ſacrificed in the Temple onely; and the Fea/? ;A _ 
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Paſs-over to be there ſolemnly kept. Not in private houſes; and 
much leſs out of therr own Land. 

Nor do I remember, that any where in all the New Teſta- 
ment, the word Sabbath 1s uſed for any ſuch Sabbaths : Nor can 
reaſonably be ſuppoſed to be here meant of thoſe Feaſts, becaule 
it 1s put in contradiſtinQtion to them. Le? uo man judee you in 
reſpect of a Feaſt , of the New-Moon, or of the Sabbaths. Which 
yer I do not underſtand as 1f no Sabbath might now be kept, bur 
that the Obligation to Zhat Sabbath was now at an end. 

Another evaſion 1s this, He would have =Cl47 wr ( Sabbata) 1n 
the plura] number, to {ignity eeks, not Sabbath-days, The Sab- 
bath-aay being called, zn the ſingular number, 2#*Camy ( Sabbatum.) 
For he will rather play at {mall game than ſtand out. If we ſhould 
allow him this, 1t would not advance his purpoſe at all, For it 
the buſineſs of Yeeks be at an end, (that we are no longer to 
diſtribute our time into eefbs,) than that of the Sabbath much 
more, which he would have to be the ſeventh day of the eb. 

But ſuppoſe we to allow that ove Sabbath 1s to be called Sab- 
batum what are we to call 7ws or more Sabbaths * Mult not they 
be Sabbata? And if this be his meaning, then are we not to ob- 
ſerve {uch Sabbarhs any longer. D | 

But what muſt we then ſay to Mat. 28.1. 34 fro, which 
we render /n the end of the Sabbath, meaning thereby the Seventh 
day Sabbath then paſt, = empworudn <1; wit onCCdrwy AS 1t be- 
gan to draw towards the firſt day of the Week: mult we read it, 
at the end of the Sabbaths (becaule 2x64: ov 1s 1n the plural num- 
ber,) when the Sabbaths (meaning the ſeventh-day Sabbaths) were 
now at an end, and the Firſt-day Sabbath commg on 1n their place ? 
It that reading pleaſe him; 1t will ſerve us as well. 

But he 1s miſtaken 1n his Criticiſm. *"T1s true that =6C/Tay 
in the plural number ſeems to be ſometime put for 8 Heck (but 
not Heeks, that I know of, as he would have it.) And fo it 1s 
commonly taken to be where we find wi =&Carwr, for the firſt 
day of the Week (but may as well be renderd, he fit day after 
the Sabbath.) And ſo 1s azf&« 7: 1n the lingular, as Zuk. 18. 12. 
vnceuas is Te onCCairey, { faſt twice in the week, 1 ſuppoſe he would 
not have us render it / faſt twice on the Sabbath-day (though it be 
1n the {ingular number,) as if he did fa/? 7wice upon one day. But 
thus rather, 7 keep two Faſts to one Sabbath, which 1s the ſame 
in ſenſe with, 7 faft rwice in the Week. In like manner as the 
Olympiad, may be taken ſometime for that particular year on 
which were the O/ympick Games (which were wont to return 

every 
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every fifth year incluſively, that is, as we uſe to ſpeak the fourth year 
after the laſt Olympick;) ſometime for the znterval of four years from 
the end of one Olympick to the end of the next following. So here, 
Sabbatum may be ſometime taken {triatly for the Sabbath-aay ; and 
lometime tor the whole A Tt or week from Sabbath to Sabbath. 

And lo 1s Sabbata (in the plural number) taken alſo for a Sab- 
bath-day; Thus I take it to be here; ( Mat. 28. 1.) os onCCaray 
when the Sabbath-day was ended; in the ſame ſenſe with that of 
Mark 16. 1. Hayvouiys F oxCCdre (ſpeaking of the very ſame 
ume) when the Sabbath was paſt. And in like manner, «Math. 
12.1. At that time Feſus went on the Sabbath day through the Corn, 
mis oz:Cam (Sabbatis) 1n the plural number, And fo it 18 in Mark 
2.23. &» ris oxSCeam, Yetit is meant but of one day, as appears by 
the parallel place (where the ſame is again related) Zi 6. 1, &v 
my onCCdry. Andio Mat. 12.5, 10,12. Mar. 3.4. Luk. 4. 31. 
Ek. 6.2,9. And 86am in the Septuagint 1s commonly put for the 
Sabbath-day. T will not ſay always (becauſe I have not examined 
it) but in all the places which I conſulted. And even in the body 
of the Ten Commandments Exod. 20.8. wigrn 3 fuccdy ff ouſf- 
Edrwr. (Remember the day of the Sabbaths ; in the plural number.) 
And again VET.1O. 7h 5 iutpa Ti iClhuy oiCCam md welp Ted $10 Cx (but 
the ſeventh day, Sabbaths to the Lord thy God;) So Ex. 16-1 3 
oC Cam avinmuas dye Te we aberov. (The Sabbaths a holy Reſt unto the 
Lord, to morrow.) And Levit. 23. 3. ſix days ſhall work be done, but 
the ſeventh 15 mECam the Sabbaths of Reſt ; ye ſhall do no work there- 
in, oiCCari tr md wwe it is the Sabbaths of the Lord, Which are 
the ſignal places wherein the Sabbath 1s commanded. And the 
like very often (1f not always) in the Septuagint, whoſe lan- 
guage the New Teſtament doth uſually follow. So that his Criti- 
ciim comes to nothing, but only to ſhew how care/ef{ he is of 
what he lays 1 at leaſt «x may ſeem to ſay ſomewhat. (Such is that 
when he tells us p. 136. that God who hath reſerved a Tenth of our 
Subſtance, hath reſerved But a Seventh of Time. As though he 
thought a 7enth part to be more than a ſeventh part, And many 
ſuch negligences, which I ſpare to mention.) 

Bat whether we render it ſ/abbath-day or ſabbath-days the lenſe 
3s {till the ſame. And the Apoſtles deſign 1n all theſe places ſeems 
to be this, that though to the Fews, to whom 1t had once been a 
Law, he doth allow a liberty (till they ſhould be better ſatisfied) for 
each to follow his own judgment (without cenſuring others) as 
well in this of the Jew:ſh Sabbath, as in the buſineſs of Circam- 
ci/ton, and the abſtinence from eMeats, and their other Rzres ; 
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yet he would by no means ſuffer theſe to be brought upon the 
Gentiles as anew Toke to which before they had not been ſubjeR. 

I ſayas a new Toke to which they had not been ſubje&. For 
though I do admit that by natural light, or the Law of Nature, 
man ought to allow a competent time for the ſolemn ſervice of 
God ; and, by a poſitive Law , that it ſhould be atleaſt one day in 
ſeven, that 1s, after /ix days of Labour, the ſeventh to be a day of 
. Reſt; and ſo much to be intended in the Fourth Commandment : 
Yet, I do not think it to be ſo determined to Z/7s day in order, 
as to be unchangable to after Ages. 

We can be no ways ſure, that the ſeventh day in order from 
the firſt raining of «Manna, Ex. 16. was the ſeventh 1n order 
from the Creation. And as they did obſerve it then 1n order from 
thence; ſo when Chrit, or his Apoltles by direction from him, 
did put 1t intoa new order , this new order doth as well {ute the 
words of the Fourth Commandment as that former. 

I do the rather ſay that this to the Gentiles 1s a new Yoke, be- 
cauſe I find this to be given as a /2n, a covenant, or diſtinctive 
mark given to the Jews, as Gods pecu/zar People, 1n contradiſtin- 
ction to other Nations; juſt as C:rcumcr/ton was. So Ex5d.31.13. My 
Sabbaths ye ſhall keep, for it is a Sign between me and you throughout 
your generations, and ver. 16. The Chilaren of Iſrael ſhall keep the 
Sabbath , to obſerve the Sabbath throughout their generations for a 
perpetual Covenant, and ver. 17. It 1s a S721 between me and the 
Chzlaren of Iſrael for ever. So FE:zek. 20.12. 7 gave them my Sab- 
baths to be a Sign between me and them; and ver. 20. 7 hey ſhall be 
a Sign between me and you, that ye may know that 7 am the Lord 
your God. Juſt as it 1s ſaid of Circamci/ion, Gen. 17. 7. I wilt 
eſtabhſh my Covenant between me and thee ( {auth God to Abraham ) 
and thy ſeed after thee, for an Everlaſting Covenant, to be aGod unto 
thee and thy ſeed after thee: and ver. 10, 11. This 1s my Covenant 
which ye ſhall keep between me and you, and thy ſeed after thee, every 
male-child among you ſhall be Circumciſed , and it ſhall be a Token of 
the Covenant between me and you: and ver. 13. eMy Covenant ſhall 
be in your fleſh an everlaſting Covenant, ( not as it Circumciſion were 
to be for ever obligatory; but rebus /ic Aantibu3, io long as 
things continued in that eſtate.) And 1o it 1s called Roms. 4. 11. 
He received the Sign of Circumciſion, a Seal of the Righteouſneſs of 
Faith, And ſuch was the Blhud of the Paſchal Lamb on the Door- 
poits of the houſe, Ex. 12. 7. to be a d;j/tinfive mark between the 
{ſraelites and the Egyptians ; as ver. 13. The bloud ſhall be to ou 
for a Token upon the houſes where you are , and when [ ſee the b _ 
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[will paſs over you. And fo Ex.11.5,6,7. That ye may know how that 
the Lord doth put a Diſtinction betaween the Egyptians and 1ſrael. 

And our Author himlelf, pag. 26. doth preis the ſame, and puts 
great weight upon 1t, that 1h3s Seventh-day. ſubbath 1s of ten called 
a Sign for ever between him and them, and a perpetual Covenant, to 
Diftinguiſh his People from others ; that 1s, the people of the Jews 
from other Nations. And fo to be a S721 for Ever, as Circumciſion 
1s an Everlaſting Covenaut. 

Now whatſoever was a Di/tzn&tive Mark of the People of 7ſrael, 
from other /Nazons, as was that of. Circumciſion, the Paſs-over, 
and the Seventh-aday-ſabbath, was at an end and to ceaſe when the 
Partition-wall was broken down between Jew and Gentile, when 
Chriſt had made both one, and aboliſhed in his fleſh the Enmity, (ever 
the law of Commanainents contained in Ordinances,)to make of 1wain 
One new man ; t9 reconcile both in One body by the Croſs, having lain 
the Enmity thereby, Eph. 2.' 14, 15,16. Or as it is Col. 2.14. Ha- 
ving blotted out the hand-writing of Ordinances which was againſt 
us, and was contrary to us, (as ſeparating us Gentiles from the 
Tews, and ſo excluding us out of Gods Vittble Church, ) and nail- 
mg it 19 his Croſs. From whence he there infers, ver. 16. Let no 
man T herefore judge you in meat or drink, or in reſpett of a holy-day 
( a Feſtival) or of Sabbaths, (the proper name, at that time, of 
the ſcventh-day Sabbath :) which things are a ſhadow of things t9 
come, but the body 1s of Chriſt ; thele being but ſhadows or empty 
things, whereas 1t 1s the boay, (the Subſtance) that Chrilt regards 
4 % Exiz 4, pe\ovtev, 70 5 wu Ts X&57, thole are but ſhadow,but 
'tis the FBody that Chriſt looks at. That 1s, (1n our language ) 
thoſe are only Crrcamſtantials, but 'tis ſubſtance or the Subſtantials 
of Relig!on that Chrift and Chriſtianity reſpeats. And, as 1t 1s 
meerly Cirenmfiantial ( and doth not at all influence Religion ) 
whether in the 7 emple or other place God be worſhiped (704.4.21.) 
So, whether on z/zs or anozher day, a Sabbath be kept. 

[tf therefore thoſe Sabbaths ( as 13 ſhewed) were diſtinttive 
+ Marks or $:zns of Gods peculiar Covenant or Contra? with the 
Church of /ſrae/ as 7herr peculiar God, in contradiſtintion to 
other Nations;, then 't1s manifeſt that thoſe other Nations did 
not at all keep a ſabbath, or not on that Day; (elſe how could 
this be a diſtinctive Mark?) and therefore to bring this now upon 
the Gentile, was to bring upon them a yew 7okbe. 

I add further, that this Zewzſh Sabbath (as is ſhewed before) 
ſeems to. be, not a Continuation of a former Sabbath from.the 
Creation, ( which I doubt was either not obſerved at all, or had 


long

long before this time been forgot, ) but rather a New Inſtitution 
or Reſtitution after their coming out of Egypt (from a new Epocha) 
at Marah; where God is {aid to have made a Statute and an Orat- 
nance, Exod.- 15. 25. to which Commandment and Statute if they 
wotuld hearken diligently and give ear, he would not bring upon them 
the Diſeaſes which he had brought upon F.gypt, For ( {aith he) 7 am 
the Lord that healeth thee, ver. 26.  Whereupon follows (1n the 
next Chapter ) a /abbath to be obſerved on the ſevenh-aay from 
the frit raining of Manna, (not from the firſt Creation. ) And 
with reference to their Reſt or Refreſhing after thetr Labour or 
Bondage in Egypt ; ( as was that of the Paſſ-over, to their being 
paſſed-over, when the firſt-born of the Egyptians were {lain.) For 
ſo he ſaith, Exod. 31. 13. My Sabbath ſhall ye keep, for it 15 a Sign 
between me and you, that ye may know that T'am the Lord that doth 
ſandtify you (or ſeparate you to my ſelf as a peculiar pecple, a 
holy people ;) and ver. 16, 17. The Children of 1ſrael ſhall keep 
my Sabbaths ( ri6Cem') for a perpetual. Covenant ; 1t 15 a Sign be- 
tween Me and the Children of 1tſrael for ever ; for in ſix aays the 
Lord made Heaven and Earth, and on the Seventh Day he Refted 
and was Refreſhed. Not that God was Hearied with his York, 
and needed Refreſhment ; but he doth parallel his Re/# after his 
York of Creation, with their Refreſhment aiter their Labour: 
in Egypt. 

And that God had a particular reſpe& to herr Reſt and Refreſh. 
ment irom their Labour and Bondage in Egypt ; 18 farther evident, 
not one]y from the General Preface to all the Commandments, ( 7 
am the Lord thy God which brought thee out of the Land of Egypt, 
out of the houſe of Bondage ;) but from the Cloſe of this Fourth 
Commandment, as.it is repeated in Deut. 5. 12, 13, 14, 15- ({ome- 
what different trom what 1s in Exod. 20.) where, ( 1n{tead of For 
in ſix days the Lord made Heaven and Earth, &c. Exod. 20. 11.) 
we have ( Deut. 5, 15,) And remember that thou waſt a ſervant m 
the land of Egypt, and that the Lord thy God brought thee out thence, 
through a mighty hand, and ſtretched out arm; therefore the Lord 
thy God commanded thee to keep the Sabbath-day. Which ſhews 
that Zhrs Sabbath, had a particular reſpeCt to hat aelverance. 

Now as God by Moſes did, upon a New occaſion ( of their Reſt 
from their Labour in Z2ypr ) give a New Z#pocha or Beginning to a 
Circulation of Sabbaths, to be reckoned from thence, 1n 7m:7atzon 
of his own Reſting from the Work of Creation; Not by the Fourth 
Commandment (for that ſpeaks indifferently as to any Circula- 
ton,) but by this Ordinan:e at Marah, or at Z/ims (for 'tis os 
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determines the Circulation to the ſeventh day after the raining 
of Manna ; ) So might Chrilt as well (by himſelf or his Apoſtles) 
fix another Epocha trom his Reſurre ; (as we have reaſon to 
think he d1d;) and this Equally within the proſpett of the Fourth 
Commandment. This Re/# from the Egyptian Bondage, being as 
much a ſhadow, of what Chriſt regards as the ſab/tance; as was 
the eſcaping of the Egyptian DeſtraeZion, of which the Paſs-over 
was the Memorial. And accordingly .this Crrculation equally to 
ceaſe with that of the Paſs-over, at the coming of Chrilt; not- 
withſtanding the continuance of the Fourth Commandment, in a 
New Circulation from another Zpocha. It is not indeed ex-. 
pre/ly ſaid that Chriſt B:d his Apoſtles fo to do: But as =" Is 
preſumed to do what he did by Gods direCtion ; ſo the Apoſtles by 
Chri/ts direftion ; to whom he gave Commandments for that pur- 
pole, AZ. 1. 2, 3. | 

As to what he ſays ſo often; that not one 7o7z or 7:tt/e of the Law 
(meaning that of the Decalogue ) 1s de/troyed, but doth ſtill con- 
tinue in force: This, as to the ſub/tance of the Duty, IT grant. 
But if his meaning be, that there 1s nota Yord or Letter there- 
in which doth not as /zeraly belong to Us Now, as 1t did Then 
to /ſrael: I cannot aſſent to 1t. For 1t cannot be ſaid of all Us 
who are under that Law, that God hath Yrought us out of the land 
;h Egypt, out of the houſe of Bondage ; or that We are to expett 
ong A mn the land (of Canaan ) which he Gave T hem, 

If he ſay that our deliverance from /p:ri7ual bondage 1s equiva- 
lent to theirs from Zgypr, and our /and the ſame to us as Canaar 
was to them: I grantit. But ſo 1s our Lords Day equiyalent to 
their Seventh-day-ſabbath, and Chriſt the 7rue Manna (more than) 
equivalent to that of theirs, from the razmme of which they 
reckoned their 7ew:ſh Sabbaths. 

As to what he ſays of «Mat. 24. 20. Pray that your flight be not 
mm the Winter, nor on the Sabbath-day ; which he thinks to be un- 
derſ{tood of the Zewrfh Sabbath, 38 years after Chriſts Reſurre&ton. 
. Perhaps it may. For the ob{tinate Jews, ( who would not in therr 
day underſtand the things that belonged to their peace, but reje&ted 
Chriſt,) did no doubt continue to obſerve their Jewiſh Sabbath, 
and thought themſelves obliged fo to do: And it would then be 
as great an Afi&on to them, as 1t Zheir Sabbath were yet in 
force: But no more a /i to fly on that day, than to fly in the 
Hinter. It would be 1o to the Chrtians, if put to Hight on the 
Chriſtian Sabbath (for the caſe would be the hike. of both) and 
they might as well Pray agaznft it : That is, Againſt zhezr Flight 

on 
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on the Chri/tian Sabbath; as the Jews on the ZFew!ſh Sabbath: 
This therefore makes nothing at all to his purpole. He might as 
well argue from hence, that 1t were a,/iz to /abour in Wnter ; as, 
on the 7ew:!ſh Sabbath. 

He hath many other little excurſions, as little to the purpoſe, 
with which TI ſhall not trouble my felt or you; having fully an- 
{wered what ſeems to me to have any appearance of Argument. 

But he takes great pleaſure to expoſe the Name of Sunday. Yet 
I do not find any more fond of ufing it, than he. Not, that he 
would be thought to /ike the Word, but becauſe he thinks ita 
Reproach. It he do not like that name, he may call 1t as we do, 
the Lords Day, the Chriſtian Sabbath, or (1t he think theſe too good 
names for it ) he may call it the Fir/t day of the Week. . 

But why not as angry with the «Monday ? or other of the Week 
days? If one Monday the Heathens (as he would have us think ) 
did worſhip the «Moon, as the Sun on Sunday, why 1s he not as 
angry with that? It is as much Idolatry to worſhip the Hoon on 
Monday, as the S#un on Sunday. True. But that doth not con- 
cern the Chri/tians Sabbath ( which is what he hath I mind to re- 
proach) and therefore he ſpeaks little of the other, and but ſel- 
dome: But Sunday is to be ſnubbed upon every occaſion. 

He would not have a Sabbath upon Sunday, becauſe he ſays, on 
that day they worſhiped the Sur. But why upon Saturday 1t on 
that day (as he would have us think.) they worſhiped Sazurn ? 

Now 'tis true that ſome of the Heathen did worſhip the Sz, 
and the Moon, and the Foft of Heaven. But that they did wor- 
ſhip the Sun more upon Sunday, than they did upon cMonaay or 
Tueſaay, is more than T know, or he can prove. He tells us, /er- 
{tegan ſays, that the Heathen Saxons did ſo. But Yerſ/tegan 1s too 
young an Author to ſettle this upon his own Authority ; unleſs he 
can bring Vouchers for it more ancient than himſelt. Ir was, I 
ſuppoſe, a Fanſy of Yer/tegan Then (as 1t 1s of our Author Now ;) 
But I do not remember that he cites any Author ancienter than 
himſelf, And though ſome others may ſay the like; Yet I look 
upon-1t but as a plauſible conjefture,without any good foundation 1n 
Hiſtory. And even the Heathen Saxons are too late for his purpole. 

He tells us, p.88. The Heathen Nations long before Chriſts Birth 
did offer Sacrifice to the Sun, and worſhip it as a God upon Sunday. 
His proof 1s from Job 3 1. 26,27, 28. If 7 beheld the Sun when 1t 
ſhined, or the Moon walking in brightneſs, aud my heart hath been ſe- 
cretly enticed, or my mouth hath kiſſed my hand, this were an miguity 
to be puniſhed by the Judges, for I ſhould have denied the Lord " 

[Ye 
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But what 1s alÞthis to Sunday ? It may perhaps be a diſclaimer 
of worſhiping the Sun ; but ſays nothing of Sunday. 

Doth our Author think the name of Sunday to be as old as 
Zob's time ? If Fob had ſaid, /f 7 have worſhiped the Sun upon 
Sunday, or the Moon upon Monday, and not the Lord upon Saturaay ; 
1t had been to his purpoſe : But here 1s nothing of that. Not a 
word of wha? day 1t was on which they worſhiped the Sun. 

Burt I would not have him lay too great a load upon Sunday. For: 
Heſiod tells us (as was ſaid before) that in his: time ( one of the 
oldeſt of the Heathen Writers, though younger than 79) the 
Seventh day was Sun-day, not the Firſt. And he hath nothing to 
ſhew ( more than the bare Name of Sunday ) to make us beheve 
that thoſe of the Heathen, who worſhiped the Sun, did confine 
that worſhip to 74:5 day of the Week ; or, Did more worſhip it 
on this day than on others. 

I do not certainly know how Ancient thoſe Names are of S$4- 
turday, Sunday, Monday, &c. nor upon what occaſion they were 
firſt taken up, ( nor is 1t much to our purpole. ) 

. The molt ancient Heathen Writer whom I know to have men- 
tioned them 1s D20 Caſſius, who lived about the Year of our Lord 
230.Who ſpeaking of the Deſtruftion of Fera/a/em and the Temple, 
tells us that the Jews had ſuch a reverence for Sazurn's-day, 
as that they would not Labour on that day for their Defenſe ; 
which the Romans underſtanding, did on that day aflault them, 
and prevailed. (Againſt their Temple andSabbath both at once.) Not 
as if the Zews did then call it Saturn's day, (nor am I ſure that any 
other did then ſo call it,)for they called it their Sabbath-day ; But it 
was thatday of theWeek which,in D's time,was called Saturday. 

But Dzo ſpeaks of it as a new T hng lo to call the Days of the 
Week, and which the Ancient Greeks (he tells us) knew not. 
('Twas therefore not very Ancient.) And therefore he ſuppoſeth 
the Romans to have taken 1t up from the Zgyprians. Not the Old 
Hgyptians of Moſes's time, but rather from thole about the time 
of Ptolomy ; not of King Prolomy, but of Claudius Ptolomens the 
Aſtronomer ( or perhaps ſomewhat earlier) when Aſtronomy 
there flouriſhed, and from whom the Romans had 1t. 

In a Chriſtan Writer, I find it earlier than Do; in Fuftin 
eMartyr's Apology, written about the Year of Chrilt 150. who 
mentions 7# nais np4-av, the Day of the Sun, as the Chriſtian Sab- 
bath. And Tertu/llian in his Jpology, mentions Saturday and Sun. 
zZay. And 1t may perhaps be found in Writers earlier than theſe, 
Though I do not at preſent meet with it. Nor do I apo? i 

wort 
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worth the while to make any great ſearch about it. I grant 
that when Chriſtianity was ſpread among the Gentiles; and,with 
1t, the Chriſtian Sabbath; they did (in order to the obſerving 
that Sabbath ) diſtinguiſh their time into Yeeks ; and thereupon 

ave Names to each Day. I grant alſo that the es did, before, 
D diſtinguiſh their Time : but I do not find that any other Na- 
tion did ſo. If any think, that All nations did fo diſtinguiſh, and 
every Nation, all the World over, call the days by thoſe Names 
by which they are now called: This I take to be but a Preſump- 
_ #100, without proof. 

But whenever thoſe names were firſt taken up, I do not think 
they were taken from the number of their Gods ( for then they 
mult have had a great many more days in their Week than Seven, 
if each of their Gods mult have a peculiar day: ) But from the 
number of the Planets, which were then reckoned to be ſever, 
and in this order Saturn, Tupiter, e Mars, Sol, Venus, Mercury, 
Zuna. Though we now know the Planets to be more than Seven. 
( For the SateHites of Fupiter and Saturn are as much Planets as 
our Moy ; but were not then known.) Nor were the Seven 
Planets always reckoned in the ſame order; but ſome had been 
thought to be above the Sun, which, before theſe names were 
glven, were accounted to be be/ow it. And therefore theſe Names 
mult be at leaſt ſo late. And certainly not ſo old fo time. 

I take them not to be older than what are called the Planetary 
Fours, but to take their Riſe from thence, and the Order of the 
Names to be thence determined. For having divided the Day into 
24 Hours; Beginning with Saturn, the higheſt of the Planets, 
they alligned to him the Fr/t hour of one day, which thence they 
called Saturn's day ; the Second hour to Zupiter,the Third to Mars, 
and ſo in order till they came to the Eighth hour which falls to 
Saturn's turn again, and ſo again to the Fifteenth, and the Two 
and Twentieth ; and then the Three and Twentieth to Jupiter, 
the Four and Twentieth to Mars, and the next hour, being the 
firſt of the next day, to So/. Which day doth thence take the name 
of S$o/ or Sunday (next in order after Saturn.) And, in like manner 
proceeding,the Eighth,Fifteenth,and Two and Twentieth hour of 
that day w1ll fall again to Se, the Three and Twentieth to Yenus, 
the Four and Twentieth to Mercury ; and then the firlt hour of 
the next day to Zrna, thence called Monday (next after Sunday.) 
And, 1n like manner, the firſt hour of the following day to Mars ; 
of the next to Mercury ; the next to Jupzter ; the next to Venus ; 
and then again to Saturn; and ſo onward as before. And this I 

I take 
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take to be the true account of thoſe Names, and in that Order : 
Saturday, Sunday, Monday, after which (in the Latine Denomi- 
nation ) follow the days of Mars, Mercury, Jupiter, and Venus. 

But ſome of our Anceſtors the Saxons, thought fit (as is ſup- 
poſed) to put in the Names of 7wiſco, Yoden, T hor, Frea, ( ſome 
of their Princes) inſtead of Mars, Mercury, Zuptter, and Yenus, 
(as Fulius and Auguſtus, amongſt the Romans, gave their Names 
to the Months formerly called Qaznti/is and Sextilis.) From which 
Saxon Princes we have the Names of 7 ueſday,Yeaneſday,T burſday 
and Fryday : the other days retaining the Names of their re- 
ſpeaive Planets as they did before. 

This account ( from the order of the Planetary Hours) Do 
gives us of the Names of the Week-days, and of their Orgder. 
Why ſo called, and why in this Order. 

He tells us of another account from the Principles of FHarms- 
nicks. Becauſe Dra-te//aron ( which we call a Fourth) 1s Reputed 
a Concord 1n Muſick ; therefore they: might, beginning with Sa- 
turn (skipping two, Zuprter and Mars,) take the Fourth So/: then 
(skipping the two next Yenus and Mercury) take Luna: and then 
(zkipping Saturn and Zrupriter) take Mars: Then (skipping Sol 
and /enus) take eMercury : Then (skipping Luna and Satarn) 
take Jupiter : Then ($skipping Mars and $9) take Yenus: Then 
(skipping Mercury and Luna) take Saturn ; and fo onward as be- 
fore. But this account ſeems more Forced, and the former more 
Nataral. Which therefore I take to be the true ground of 
this Order. 

But either way, depending upon the order of the Planets as 
they were then accounted when theſe Names were given to the 
Week-days, 1t 1s at leaſt fo far evident that they cannot be older 
than ſince the Planets were accounted to be placed 1n this order. 
And therefore not ſo old as when Yenus or Mercury or both of 
them were thought to be above the Sun. ( For this would quite 
diſturb the Order.) And therefore, certainly, not ſo old as 
Tob's time. 

Whether on each of theſe Days they did worſhip thoſe re- 
ipe&ive Planets, as ſo many Gods, I cannot ſay ; nor do I think 1t. 

Nor do I think that each of thoſe Planets have any more Go- 
vernment of their reſpeftive Hours, or Days, than of others. 
For I take the whole foundation as well of 7 heſe, as of the other 
parts of 7Zudicial Aſtrology, to be purely Precarioas ; and alligned 
onely at pleaſure, by thoſe whoſe buſineſs it was to amuſe credu- 
lous people, and thereby to make a Gain of them. 


But, 
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But, whatever were the occaſion of the firſt impoſing; theſe - 
are now the known Names of thoſe days. ( And we need no more 
ſcruple the uſe of theſe Names ; than to talk of o_ Pius, Cle- 
mens, Boniface, and nnocent; though pollibly the Perſons ſo called, 
had none of thoſe good Qualities.) In like manner as we have a 
Spring near Oxford which we call Ari/ts/le's /e/{; not that we 
think Ari/totle was ever there, or was Lord of the place, and 
much leſs that he was wont to be there Yor ſhiped; but we fo call 
it as being now the proper name of the place (impoſed at pleaſure) 
by which it 15 known. And ſo for the days of the Week ; whatever 
were the occaſion of the firſt impoſing, they now ſignify no more 
than the proper diſtinftive names by which the days are known. 

And why we may not continue 1o to call them, I know not. We 
are told A&.17. 19, 22. of Paul's being at Areopagus or Mars-hilt, 
becauſe that was the known name of the place, without ſcrupling 
the reaſon why 1t was ſo called ( whether, becauſe Mars had been 
there worſhiped, or for what other reaſon.) And AF. 28'11. of 
a Ship deſigned by Caſtor and Po/ſux, or Jreonurer, without {cruplng 
the reaſon of that name, or what relation theſe Stars had to Zu- 
þter, 1o as to be called his Lads. And when Paal/ x Cor.8. allows 
them without Scruple to ea? of things offered in Sacrifice to Zals, 
even though they knew, or had reaſon to preſume them ſo to be, 
(unleſs when they might be ſuſpected to do 1t with reſpect to the 
Idol) as the Apoſtle argues at large 1 Cor. 8. and again Chap. 10. 
No doubt we mayas lawfully make uſe of proper Names (whereby 
perſons, times, or places be commonly known ) without ſcrupling 
the occaſion of their firſt impoſition. 

And I would defire thoſe Gentlemen ( who are ſo over ſcrupu- 
lous where there 1s no jult occaſion; and make it their buſineſs to 
throw Scruples and caſt Stumbling-blocks before others,) to con- 
{1der {-r10uſly, whoſe Work they be doing all that while;and whe- 
ther 1t be notas truly and properly ſuper/t:770n ro repreſent and: 
quarel with things as unlawful and ſinful, which in their own 
nature are not ſo; as 1t 1s to introduce things under a pretence 
of holineſs which have in them no ſuch thing. And whether this 
be not to dote about gueſftions and frife of words: Whether theſe 
be not of thoſe Fs and unlearned queſtions which we are ad- 
viſed to avoid; knowing that they gender ftrifes ; and to avoid fooliſh 
gueſtions, and genealogies and contentions about the law, for they are 
unprofitable and vain'; and inſtead thereof ro mind thoſe things that 
are gvod and profitable to mon ; to follow righteouſneſs, faith, charity, 
peace, &c. as we are directed, IT Tm. 6.4, 5. 2 Tim. 2 22, 23- 
Tr. 3.8,9. I 2 They 
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They do not conſider how much the ſtudying and proſecuting 
theſe fooliſh | 04g and needleſs Scrupuloſities, doth eat out the 
power of Godlineſs and true Piety , and the ſubſ/tanzzals of Religion, 
while we buſy our ſelves about theſe ſhadows ; about little circam- 
Atta which do not at all influence the Subſtance of ſpiritnal 
Wor ſhip. 

There be ſo many neceſſary dutzes, and indubitable truths, in the 
{ſerious praQtiſe of Prety and CGodlmeſs, that we need not trouble 
the heads of men (and make 1t our buſineſs fo to do) with doubr- 
ful gy ry 

It ſeems to be the deſign of the New Teſtament to take us off 
from the Circamftantials and Scrupuleſities of Religion (which 
commonly produce {trifes and contentions to no purpoſe) and put 
us upon wor ſhip1ng God in Spirit and in Truth. 


S: Deus eft Animus, nobis ut carmina dicunt, 
Hic tiht preecipue ſit pura Mente colendus, 


Was well enough ſaid of the Poet ; and is a good Paraphraſe on 
that, God 7s a Spirit and will be worſhiped in Spirit and in Truth. 
I have been told long ſince of a Grave Divine, who when asked, 
Why he did not Preach againſt Zong hair (which was at that time 
more Offenſive than now 1t 1s,) gave this Anſwer ; if he could but 
Preach Jeſus Chriſt 1ato their Hearts ; he ſhould not much con- 
cern himſelf for their Farr. 

This Author tells us, p. 4.9. that eur Liberty Gal. 5. 1. doth emi- 
nently conſiſt in a Freedome not onely from the Ceremonial Law of old, 
but alſo in a Liberty not to be intangled with a new yoke of mens ac- 
vices. I take needleſs Serupuleſities to be ſuch ; the making of more 
Sins than God hath made; the making or pretending of thoſe 
things to be Sins which are no fins, and putting a re/zzious Ne- 
ce/ity apon things which are matters of meer Prudence and Di/- 
cretzon. Like thoſe 1 Tim. 4. 3. Forbidding to Marry, or (as I 
would rather render it) B:dding not to Marry ; and, to abſtain from 
Meats, &c. Forbidding things as Unlawſul which are not 1o ; 1s 
alike Superſlitious as to Impoſe things as 46/y which are not Holy: 
and equally coutrary.to the Zzberty there intended. 

Whether the days be called Saturaay, Sunday, Honday, or Alpha, 
Heta, Gamma, 1s all one to me, (I take them as I find them:) I 
think we ought not to foment quarels upon ſuch trifles; and we 
lin if we do b, 

Whether to meet once, or twice, or thrice, on a Sabbath-day, (if 
ſo as 1s moſt for edification and the real ſeryice of God, )is meerly 


Pris- 
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prudential in this or that place, without laying a new religious 
yoke where God leaves it to Prudence. And if, in Prudentzals, 
things be not managed ſometimes with ſo much Prudence as we 
think they might, we muſt be content to bear with ſuch Jmpru- 
dences as we cannot help; and better ſo, than to pull-on greater 
Inconveniences. 

Whether to begin the Sabbath at $1x or Ten or Twelve a Clock 
on Saturday-night, 1s a thing (I think) not worth contending 
about, (ſo that it be religiouſly obſerved as to the Subſtantials of 
1t,) and for which we ought not to diſturb the Church where we 
live, but to follow righteouſneſs, charity, peace ; and avoid fooliſh 
queſtions which genaer ſtrife. 

And I ſhould not think it much more, whether oz 7his er that 
day, fo the Sabbath be well kept: and I would by no means, on 
that account, give a diſturbance to a Church where 1t 1s peace- 
ably ſetled: "Tis leſs material F/her, than How, a Sabbath be 
kept. And, in many caſes, it, muſt be unavoidably left to Pru- 
dence, whether this or that day be called the Fir/t or Seventh day 
of the Week. We are in ſuch caſes to {tudy he 7himgs that make 
for Peace, and wherewtth one may Edify another. Rom. 14. 19. The 
fruits of the ſpzrz7 are /ove, joy, peace, &c. but varience, emulation, 
wrath, {rife, are frutts of the "4b ; Gal. 5. 20,21. 
| To itudy and ſpin out Diſputes into too fine a Thread (like that 
of a _ out of her own Bowels ) 1s but zo pervert the Simpli- 
city of the Goſpe/ of Chriſt; to make that Abſiruſe and Difficult, 
which the Scripture would have Plan and Eaſy : in Speculatrves, 
as well as Prad7icals. We ſhould mind the ſubftantials of ſpiritu, 
worſhip ; and not dote upon crrcumftantials further than as they 
do really advance the Subſtance. Refuſe profane and old-wives 
fables, and exerciſe thy ſelf rather unto Godlineſs ; for bodily exerciſe 
prefiteth little, 1. Tim. 4. 7, 8. Such are thoſe Col. 2.20,21. Touch 
vor, taſt not, handle not, (and others of like nature) a/f which periſh 
8 the uſmg, ( there is no real adyantage doth accrew from the uſe 
of them; tis but labour loſt;) or & drm vis pdicer 73 mgeion 
they are but miſchicvous m their uſe, 

We complain of the Papiſts (and deſervedly) for loading their 
Worthip with a multitude of Ceremonies and mimical Geſtures ; 
the u4umber of which would bea ZBurthen, even though /ngly they 
were Tolerable: Being ſo many Drver/ions of the mind from At- 
tending the /p:r:7uality of the Service. But zhey have ſome reaſon 
for it. For when much of their Devotion is either to be ſpoken 
{0 /ow0 as not to be Fears, or in ſuch a Language as not to be under- 


flood, 
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flood, they have need of ſomewhat to gratify the Zye, when the 
Ear is not Eairfied. 

And it is almoſt the ſame miſchief,when mens Minds are amuſed 
with nice Speculations and needleſs Scrupulofities, whereby they 
are diyerted from the Subſtantials of ferions Religion. | 

Yet I would not ſo be underſtood, as it no care were to be had 
of Corporeal Worſhip, or the neceſlary Circumſtances attending it. 
(For God expects the Worſhip of the Body as well as the Soul,and 
Religious Aftions: muſt have their Circumflances, as Time, Place, 
Geſture, and the like, as well as other At1ons.) But theſe Cirrum- 

flantials ſhould be conſidered as Circumſtances (not as the ſub/tance 

of the Worſhip;) and as Prudentzals ; ſo to be managed (as in 
all other ations) as may, with Decency and Convenience, belt 
advance the ſpri7ual Worſhip ; and may be varied according as the 
diverſity of times and places may-require. Not to lay the weight 
of Divine Tuſtitution upon ſuch little things. As 1f, becauſe Paul 
Kneeled down and Prayed (AF. 1.0. 36.) therefore it were unlaw- 
ful to uſe any other Gefture in Praying ; Or as if, becauſe Chriſt 
bids, when thou Prayeſt, enter into thy Cloſet and ſhut the door.(Mat. 
6.6.) therefore we may not Pray in the Chamber, Amana cs 
Room, or Chappel: Or, becauſe Chriſt did Celebrate the Lords 
Supper, at Njght, in an Upper-room, to Men onely,and but Twelve, 
and to thoſe /ztting or lying ; therefore we may not do 1t at Noor 
or Morning, ina Low-room, to Women as well as Men, 1n greater 
Numbers, or in ſome other Geſture. For though ſuch Circum- 
ſtances may be Lawful, and ſometime Aaviſable when conventent ; 
yet to put a Re/jgious Neceſſity upon them, as of Divine [nſtttu- 
Z10n, looks like a piece of Superſtition. 

Andif we conſider ſeriouſly how great a miſchief many times 
ſome needleſs Scruples docreate to the Church of God; how great 
a matter a little fire kindles ; and how great hindrance to real 
Piety ;1t might juſtly make us wary how we add Fewel to ſuch a 
Flame, and rather bear with ſome things we 7h7n# amiſs, ( but 
may perhaps not be ſo) than by attempting to remove a ſuppos'd 
Ev1l create a greater Miſchiet, | 

As to the preſent point in queſtion; I have faid ſo much upon 
the whole, as I think might fatisfy'the Gentleman it he well 
confider it. Yet I know, when men have once eſpouſed a no- 
tion of which they are fond; and have ſo long pored upon it as 
to rivet 1t-in their mind; catching at every little thing that 
may ſeem to favour it, and {lighting whatever makes againſt it; (as 
we find our Author doth very often;)- And that yy oy 

thing 
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thing can be ſaid fo plarn, as that there be nothing to be caviHed 
at, by one who is minded ſo todo; And that when God hath de- 
clared his Will as plainly as he thinks fi/ to do, 11 men will not be 
contented with reaſonable evidence, he 1s not obliged to gratity 
their-humours. 

When (I ſay ) we conſider this ; It looks ſomewhat like what 
Solomon tells us Prov. 18. 19. of a Prother offended, harder to be 
won than a ſtrong City; and I mult leave the ſucceſs to God, 
who /o teacheth as none hike him. 

He remits us to two Writers on this Subje&; in defenſe of the 
Chriſtian Sabbath, Mr. Shepheard and Mr. F7ughs (whom I have 
not read, nor have them at hand,) and Two others whom he 
names not (nor know I well whom he means, for more than 
two have ſince written ;) who, he thinks, do tacitly retract ſome- 
what that thoſe before had granted. And divers others have 
written on this Subje&, tho' I have ſcarce conſulted any of them, 
And particularly 1 have not ſeen what 1s written by Dr. Toung 
or Mr. Warren, whom I find cited in a late Book of CG. 7. which 
came out ſince this was Written and part of 1t Printed, Ir 1s very 
pollible, that ſome of thoſe may have ſazd much of what 1 now 
ſay, or that I may now ſay ſomewhat of what they have ſaid be- 
fore. Burt, in this, there 1s no hurt. If in ſome particulars I vary 
from ſome of them, it is not becauſe I ſlight ho or out of a 
deſire to contradi& them, but freely to ſpeak my own thoughts 
as they do theirs. Nor is 1t to he expected that all Writers on the 
{ame Subject ſhould agree in every particular, (Nor-1s he to make 
advantage of 1t; For p.3. he owns 1t 1s ſo alſo with 7hoſe who are 
for the ſeventh-aay :) But as to the main (1 preſume) we do well 
enough agree. 


I have been a great deal longer than I did intend when I firſt 
began -to write. 

T ſhall give you a brief Summe,of what I have ſaid to this pur- 
poſe, as to both Queſtions. (For the Queſtion is double, though 
it ſeem to be but one.) 

Firit concerning the Jewiſh Sabbath, Whether that be Anti- 
quated and at an end. Secondly, concerning the Chriſtian Sabbath, 
Whether there be ſufficient ground for this to ſucceed in the 
place thereof. 

As to the firſt; T agree with him in many things which he 
mage at large, though not peculiar to his Queſtion; As, 

hat Oar Lord Jeſus Chriſt is God; that he is the Lord Jehovah, 
the God who made the World, who reſted the ſeventh ay, Bp 

rought : 
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For there 1s no other God. 

But, this I ſay, he did as God (in Union with the Father and 
Holy Ghoſt ;) not as Chri/# (God and Man) our Mea7ator and Re- 
deemer. For he was not then Man; nor was there occaſion of a 
Mediator and Redeemer before the Fall. 

I agree alſo that the Decalogue (or Ten Commandments) is 
Obligatory to us Gentiles ; (as being for the ſubſtance of it, a 
Law before it was ſo delivered on Mount Sa::) And that the 
Fourth Commandment concerning the Sabbath 1s one of them; 
which requires after /zx days of Labour, the ſeventh day to be a 
Sabbath or day of Holy Reſt. And our Chriftian Sabbath 18 ſuch. 

But it doth not ſay, the ſeventh in courſe from the Creation, nor 
doth 1t appear that the Jew Sabbath was ſuch, but rather the 
Seventh day from the jfir/t raining FA Manna. 

I do agree alſo that God himſelf did reſt on the Seventh day 
from the Creation, Cen. 2. that is, he did ceaſe to Create. 

But I do not there find, that Han did fo reſt, or that there was 
any expreſs command tor him ſo to do on that day; much leſs for 
ever after, on every Seventh day in courſe from the Creation. 
How much may be thought to be zmp/yed in thoſe words, he 
bleſJed and ſan&ified it, I will not diſpute; However, 1t 1s but by 
Implication not by any exprefi command ; \ach as our Author de- 
mands for the Chriſtian Sabbath. 

Nor do I find that ever 1t was obſerved by «Har till after the 
Tſraclites coming out of Egypt, or expreſly commanded {o to be. 

Nor do I find that any other Natzon (belide the Jews) did anci- 
ently ſo much as divide their time by FYeeks. Since the times of 
Chriſtianity they have: But that they did ſo, long before that 
time, I donot find. 

[ do agree alſo that after /ſraels coming out of Egypt they did 
oblerve a Sabbath, Exod. 16. 

But 1t was from a new command, (at Marah or Elim) which 
appeared ery to them, not a continuation of a conſtant prattiſe ; 
and 1t was from a new beginning (the Seventh day from the firſt 
raining of «Manna,) and as a d/tinf#ve /i2n or re! ag of Gods be- 
ing their God in a ſpecial manner, as contradiſtinguiſhedto other 
nations ; ( as himſelf owns p. 26. and 28.) and as a memorial of 
their Refreſhing after their Bondage and Labour 1n Egypt, and 
teeding them with Bread from Heaven. 

I do preſume alſo that, they did, from this firſt raining of 
Manna continue a circulation of Yeeks for a long time, and per- 
haps till the time of our Saviour. Yet 
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Yet we are not ſure but that it ng be intermitted in the ſeventy 
ears of the Babyloniſh Captivity, and the day forgotten; and then re- 
ſtored a-new by Nehemia (from a new beginning) Neb. 1 3. as he 
reſtored the Feaſt of Tabernacles (Chap.8.) which had been inter- 
mitted from the days of Foſhua the fon of Nun to that day. But 1 
rather think, the memory was preſerved (by Tradition) during 
thoſe ſeventy years. 

I agree alſo that the Church of the Jews was the mg viſible 
Church of God, but I am loth to ſay (with him, p.79.) it was rhe 
whole viſible Church; For I preſume there might be many Good mew 
of other Nations, who worſhiped the 7r4e God (of whom we have 
no Hiſtory,) though not joined to the Jewiſh Church, nor were 
( that I know of) obliged ſo to be. Such was Melchizedet (whoever 
he were) not of the ſeed of Abraham, much leſs of Zſrael. And ſuch 
was ob, and his Friends from divers Countries (of whom, were it 
not for the ſtory of Job, we ſhould have had no knowledge, ) nor 
are we to think theſe were the one/y perſons of thoſe Countries who 
worſhiped the true God. And how many ſuch were in other Na- 
tions, we cannot tell. Who might, 1t they had opportunity, join as 
Proſelites with the Jewiſh Church, when eſtabliſhed. But I do nor 
think they were nece//arily obliged 1o to do, or to keep the ſame 
Sabbath with them. 

For I take it to be true, even before Chriſts coming, that God zs 
20 reſpeFer of perſons ; but m every nation, he that feareth him and 
worketh righteouſneſs, 1s accepted with him. AQ. 10. 34, 35. Whe- 
ther Jew or Greek, Rom. 2. 10,11. 1Pet. 1.17. Which are but Quo- 
tations from Deut. 10. 19. 

Nor do find that any Nation, except the Jews, did obſerve the 
Jewiſh Sabbath. But I rather take it to be a 4a;/tznudive /i2n of them 
from-other Nations, Zx. 31.13, 17. as Circumci/ton and the Paſs-over 
were; which, when the wa// of partition was taken away,ceaſed alſo. 

Yet, as to what was:Moral in them (the C:rcumcton of the heart; 
being pointed at by that of the F/eſh; and the o/d /eauen of malice 
and wickedneſs to be put away inſtead of that of Pread; and a reft 
from Sim of more reſpeCtt with God than that from-Labour ;) we have 
inſtead thereof, Baptiſm, in the room of Circumciſion; the Lord's 
Supper, 1n the room of the Paſs-over ; and the Lords Day, or Chri- 

ſtian Sabbath, inſtead of the Jewiſh. And, as that took date from 
the raining of «Manna after their deliverance from Fgypt ; ſo ours 
from the Reſurrettion of Chrif?, the true Manna. 

I agree alſo that the Apotc,and other Chritians, even after Chriſt's 
ReſurreQion, did go tothe Temple and the Jewiſh Synagogues on their 
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Sabbath days (and did there afliſt at Prayers, and Reading the Law, 
and other Services common to Jews and Chriſtians) on a like ac- 
count as when we now meet to hear a Sermon, or keep a Faſt or 
T hankſgtuing on a Weekday. 

But ſo they did as to Circumcr/ton, and other Fewſh Rites. As 
when Pau/ circumciſed Timothy, and joined in the Jewiſh Rites of 
Purification, ACt. 21, on account of thoſe be/reving Fews who were 
yet zealous of the Law: To tellify to them that he had been mifre- 
preſented by thoſe who ſaid he did teach the Fews which are among 
the Gentiles to forſake Moſes, and that they ought nv to circumciſe 
their Children, ner to walk after the Cuſtomes. Whereas indeed he 
taught that the Genziſes- ought ſo to forbear, (as being a new yoke to 
which before they were not ſubje&,)- but as to the Jews which were 
amone /t the Gentiles he did allow them ( 1f not yet ſatisfied of their 
Chriſtian Liberty) ſo to praQtiſe. For he puts a great difference be- 
tween the Genzzes, and the Jews among the Gentiles ; of which I 
doubt our Author doth not take notice; elſe he would not tell us 
(P.39.) of Paul's writing one thing,and pratti/ng another. He preached 
and wrote againſt Circumciſion as to the Gentiles ; but allowed it to 
the Zews ; and himſelf praftifed it, As to 7Tzmorhy (a Jew) but not 
as to 7itus who was vo Few. And the like we may fay as to the 
Jewiſh Sabbath on their Seventh day. 

As to what Services were peculiarly Chriſtian (as breaking of 
Dread) they did it not at the Temple or Synagogues,but #s) Zixey af 
home, or from houſe to houſe, AR. 2.46. and on another day, the 
firſt day of the Week, Aft. 20. 7. | 

Now this is all that he hath to urge, for the Zewſh Sabbath 1n 
particular : which he cannot ſhew to be commanded to a# the World 
{ but rather to them in particular in contradiſtinfion to the relt of 
the World,) nor that it was a Seventh day from the Creation; but 
irom the firſt raining of Manna. For the Fourth Commandment 
{aith nothing of 7475 Sabbath in particular, but onely of the ſeventh 
day alter /ix days of laboar. 

As to that Imperious demand, p.40,43,64. here ts there any ſuch 
Power recorded in S:'ripture to be given,to any Man or Meu whatſoever, 
after Chriſt had ſaid 1t is finiſhed, to alter the Seventh-day Sabbath in- 
/tituted by our Lord Jeſus Chrift ? 1 doubt he hath forgotten that the 
ſame God who gave the Law of the Ten Commanaments,gave allo the 
Ceremonial Law ; and if it were the Lord Jeſus Chriſt who gave the 
one, it was he that gave the other alſo. And will he then ask here 
1s there any power recorded in ſcripture to be grven to any man or num- 
ber of men to aboliſh Circumciſion and the reſt of the Moſaick Rites 
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in/lituted by the Lord Jeſus Chriſt ? T know no ſuch power recorded i" 
Scripture to be given,as to Circumciſion and the reſt,more than as to the 
Fewiſh Sabbath. And we find them both put together Col. 2. rr, 15: 
Or will he ſay, here 'is any Power recorded in Scripture to be gruen 
to any Man or Men, ( after Chriſt had ſaid 1t ts finiſhed,) to appoint 
Eldersand Deacons and other Ofhcers in the Chriſtian Church, and 
give Orders concerning 1t, which Chrilt (before he fo ſaid,) had not 
given? Yet we know Circumci/iou was aboliſhed, and ſuch Officers 
and Orders given, So that all this 1s but Flouriſh. 

As to thatof Chriſt having ſaid 77.7s finiſhed; whatever be meant 
by that, we know that the whole Order and Conſtitution of the 
Chriſtian Church was ſetled after that time : And whatever elſe be 
ſignified by 1t, 1t 1s not meant that there was nothing to be done fur- 
ther concerning 1t ; For, if ſo, to what purpoſe did Chriſt g7ve Com- 
mandments to his Apoſtles, of things pertaming to the Kingdome of God 
after his ReſurreQ1on, it nothing were 'to be further done ? 

And it we conſider the Apoſtles deportment ; We do not find them 
any where 1nfiſt 4#u7hor:zatrvely upon a Power given them from Chrilt, 
to Abrogate Circumci/ton or the like, and thereupon to proceed pro zm- 
perio. But they argue it from the nature of the thing, That what 
was Typical of Chriſt, was at an end now Chr/t 7s come ; That what 
was Di/tinfive of the Jews from other Nations, was now to ceaſe 
when Zhe partition wall was broken down; That what were but ſha- 
d9ws as to the Subſtantials of Religion, were now to paſs away, as 
beggarly Rudiments, Chriſt regarding the Body or Subſtance not the 
Shadows ; « ti axia Af pirxirtor, theſe are but ſhadows 1n compariſon 
of what Chriſt came to ſettle, 73 5 a3ua 5 Xergs, but 'tis the Brady (the 
Subſtance) that Chrift reſpet?s, Col. 2. 17. 

They do not command but argue. They do no where pretend 
that God or Chriſt had given them Authority to Abrogate a Law 
which God had made; But Argue (from the nature of the thing) that 
the Law teas ceaſed; and was not intended to Oblige longer : That 
the Law was now An7zguated or Expired when the End for which 
it was made was attained: That the Types were at an End, when 
the Thing ZTypified was Exhibited : That the Ditin&ive Marks were 
now no more of Uſe, when Jews and Gentiles were United: That 
the Z/ements or Rudiments (a1, 6a) which God (for reaſons beſt 
known to himſelf) thought fit for the 7rarming up of his Church 
while in a State of Mrnorizy ( wherein a Child though Heir of . Alt 
doth little differ from a Servanz) ſhould now ceaſe when it comes to 
fall Age, Gal. 4. And to the ſame purpoſe Heb. 8. He argues that 
the 0/4 Covenant was at an end whe a better Covenant was come m 
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the room ; citing that of Jer. 31. Behold the days come, ſaith the 
Lord, when [ will make a New Covenant with the houſe of [ſrael and 
with the houſe of Judah : Not according to the Covenant which I made 
with their Fathers when 7 led them out of the land of Egypt, For this 
7s the Covenant that 7 will make, That 7 will put my laws into their 
Mind, and write them in their Hearts. Meaning, inſtead of an out- 
ward Ceremonial Service, he would eſtabliſh a ſervice more Spiri- 
tual. From whence he concludes the /4n7;uation of the Former : 
In that he faith a New Covenant, he hath made the fir # Old: Now 
that which Decayeth and waxeth Ola, is ready to Yaniſh away (or, to 
Expire. ) They do not claim a Power, to Aboliſh a Law of Gods making; 
But prove by Argument, that theſe Laws are Ant:quated or Expired ; 
as not being intended, by the Law-maker,to bind longer than till ſuch 
a time. As Rom. 7. The Woman is bound by the Law to her Husband 
as long as he lives; But if the husband be Dead, ſhe is free from the 
Law : Not that the Law 7s Aboliſhed; but the Caſe is Altered. 

And 1t is from theſe Conſiderations that he Arzues againſt Cr. 
cumciſion Col. 2. I1. and the Jewiſh Sabbath, ver. 16. For as to the 
Subſtantials of the Service, provided a Sabbath be duly kept, it is 
much one whether on the Sevenrh or the Firſt day. Now theſe (Sub- 
{tantials) are (he tells us p. 83.) a /zvely ſpiritual Converſe with the 
Father, Son and Foly-Ghoſt, in private Duties and publick Ordimances 
(where they can be had,) andin a Foly Reft all that day, ſaving emer- 
gent caſes of Neceſſity and Mercy. Which may be equally done 
on either day. 

But as to thoſe who were not ſatisfied with theſe Arguments ; (it 
they were ſuch as were before under thoſe Commands ) he doth not 
urge his Authority ; He leaves them to praGiſe according to their 
own judgment (but without cenſuring others ) till they ſhall be better 
fatisficd, as in Rom. 14. But as to the Genzz/es, who had never been 
under theſe Laws, the caſe was otherwiſe. Which makes him 
argue otherwiſe with the ( Gentile ) Galatians, Epheſians, and ,Co- 
b/ſtans, than with the Chriſtian Jews at Rome. 

And as to his Queſtion, p. 47. Fhen, where, and by whom, 1t was 
taken away, I ſay Then, there, aud by the ſame, who took away Cir- 
cumciſion and the other Moſarck Rires, That 1s, Fundamentally by 
Chrift at his death who nailed them to his Croſs, after which they 
ceaſed to be Obligatory ; But Execnrively and Pratouy by his A- 
poltiles, and the Chriſtian Church, according as they did ( leiſurably 
and in time) come to underſtand their Liberty. 

All which we are to preſume they did according to ſuch directi- 
-ons as Chriſt gave them, For ( as this Author obſeryes ». 80.) Pan, 
| in 
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in thoſe Primitive times, when the Ceremonial Law was freſh in 
memory, and the Goſpel newly preached, had much a-do to remove the 
firft converted Jews from Circumciſion and ot her Ceremontals, (and to 
from their Jewiſh Sabbath;) therefore theſe things were to wear 
off by degrees, and not to be form from thern all at once. 

And this I think is enough ( to a perſon not prejudiced) as to the 
Removal of the (then) Jewiſh Sabbath ; appointed by Moſes after 
their coming out of Egypt, on the ſeventh day from the fir? raining 
of Manna, and not given to all the world, but to be a ar/timetive ſian 
of them from other Nations. 

Now as to the other Point in Queſtion, .the Obſervation of the 
Lords day : T would ground that originally on the Fourth Command. 
ment ; which doth appoint a Seventh day of Holy Reſt, after Six days 
of Ordinary Labour. Which doth dire&ly concern the Sub/tantials 
of Worſhip (that a Sabbath be kept and God thus ſerved), but whe- 
ther on this or that day of the Seven, 1s meerly Circumſtantial, and 
(as Paul calls it) a Shadow, in compariſon of the ZYoay or Subſtgnce, 
which 1s, he tells us, what Chr/t reſpets. 

But then as to that, Why the F7r/# day rather than another? TI 
anſwer, Firſt, Here was a much more memorable Accident, of Chrits 
Reſurretion; than was that of Raining Manna, from whence the 
Jewiſh Sabbath takes its date, as the Seventh day from 1t ( not from 
the Creation) or that of the Qzaz/s the Night before, (the firſt day 
- that God fed them by Miracle from Heaven,) And therefore ſtands as 
fair for beginning ſuch a Circulation of Weeks and Sabbaths. 

We are toid Fer. 16. 14, 15. and Jer. 23, 7, 8. Behold the days 
rome (ſaith the Lord) that it ſhall no more be ſaid, The Lord liveth 
that brought up the Children of Tſrael out of the land of Egypt ; But, 
The Lordliveth that brought up the Chilaren of Tſrael out of the North 
Country. Not, that the tormer deliverance was to be forgotten ; but 
a greater than 1t did make 1t (comparatively) to diſappear (as when 
the light of the Sun doth obſcure that of the Moon and Stars;) And 
ſo here, the Reſwurrettion of Chriſt to be commemorated paramount 
to that of former Mercies, . 

Next, in purſuance of this Occaſion, we find our Saviour did on 
that day of his Reſaurret?7on, appear to Mary Magaalen and the other 
Women, declaring to them the De&Zrme of the Reſurrefion ; then, to 
the two Diſciples going to Zrmmaus, Preaching to them (atlarge) the 
ſame Doctrine, and Celebrating with them the Zords Supper ; and 
afterward ( the ſame day) to thoſe aſſembled at Zersſa/ern ( with other 
Sabbatical works) and ſolemnly B/e//mg that Convention. And if 
our Author by blefſmg the Seventh day Gen. 2. would haye us _— 
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ſtand an 7/ti7urion or Command to obſerve it ; We have as much here; 
Chriſt zoned 1n this Afſembly, and Bleſſed it. For ſo much is inti- 
mated in that his ſolemn Feneaidon (a firſt and ſecond time, 70h. 
20. 19, 21+) Peace be unto you ; and be breathed on them ſaying,. Re- 
cerve ye the Holy Ghoſt. 

He did ſo a ſecond time on the {ſame day the next Week; he 4//em- 
3/ed with them (in Religtops Services) and Zlefſed them. 

He did (according to his Promiſe made on that firſt day of his 
Reſurrection) ſend on them that miraculous Zfu/ion of the Holy 
Ghoſt on the day of Pentecoft, which being the Fittieth day from his 
Reſurrection, was therefore the fir/t day of the week as was that of 
the Reſnrreftion. On which day of Pentecoſt we find them alſo 
otherwiſe exerciſed in Religious Employments, and atteſted further 
by a miraculous converſion of 7hree 7houſand (ouls. 
| We find St. Paul at 7 roas Att. 20. Preaching to the Diſciples aſſem- 
bled ( as it ſeems their manner was) on the firſt day of the week to 
break bread ; that 1s, to celebrate the Lords Supper. 

That \{uch*Aſſemblies were wont to be at Cornth,on the firſt day of 
the Week, the Apoſtle preſumes, or takes for granted ; and gives d1- 
reqion for a Co/{efton to be then made, 1 Cor. x6. 

And he had done fo before, as he there ſignifies, to the Churches 4 
Galatia; preſuming or taking for granted, that they alſo did ſo uſe 
to meet on the firſt day of the Week. 

And we have no reafon to doubt but that ſuch meetings were 
wont to be 1n other Churches. We cannot doubt but that other of 
the Apoſtles did diſperſe themſelves into other parts of the World, 
though we have not a like account of their Travels, as we have of 
Paul's recorded by St. Lake: But we are to preſume (though it be 
not recorded) that their Doctrine and Praftice was conſonant to his ; 
and that accordingly they had ſuch weekly meetings on the Lord's 
Day, as theſe Churches had of whom we have the Hiſtory. 

Hence that day had the name given of the Lord's-day, ruics weenrd, 
as we find 1t called PRev. 1. 10. (as that of the Sacrament 1s called 
S: 77yor xvertuty the Lord's Supper, 1 Cor. 11.20.) which name it re- 
taineth to this day, and for ſuch purpoſe. 

And all this, I think, is ſuftcient for us to continue our Obſerva- 
tion of the ſame day. I amfſure 'tis much more than he can ſhew for 
his ſeventh-day Sabbath for more than 7wo thouſand five hundred years 
from the fir{t Creation. 

It is not neceſſary that we have expreſ{ words of Command recorded: 
We have no PRecord in Scripture of ſuch expreſs words of Command 
for the ſeuenth-day Sabbath, till after 7ſracls coming out of Egypt ; 
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nor for the Worſhiping of God by ares urs ; nor for other things which 
yet were Dutres betore any Record of ſuch expreſs words of Com. 
mand. It is enough if we can otherwiſe colleQ 1t to be God's Will, 
according to the beſt int we have. 

If this Gentleman think himſelf obliged to keep the Jewiſh Sab- 
bath a//o: this doth not hurt us. This, I think, was the caſe of the 
Chriſtian Fews at firſt. I do not much queſtion but that they did, as 
other Chriſtians, obſerve the Lord's Day. The doubt was, whether 
they were not to obſerve a/ſo the Jewiſh Sabbath as betore they did. 
And theſe FBe/zevers who were yet zealous of 7he Law, and thought 
themſelves obliged, 7ogether with Chriſtianity, to obſerve the Law of 
Moſes, did no doubt think themſelves equally obliged to the Zewwyſh 
Sabbath. "Thoſe who thought themſelves obJ1ged to be Baprized, and 
to be Circumciſed alſo, thought themſelves in like manner obliged to 
obſerve the Lord's Day and alſo the Jew!ſh Sabbath. And (till they 
ſhould be better ſatisfied) the Apoſtles permit (7he Fews) lo to do. 

If this do not ſatisfy him; I have yet two Expedients for him. 

I. Let him begin his Feck on Monday, and then Sunday will be 
the Seventh-day. Whether the Seventh 1n courle from the Creation, 
I cannot tell; nor can any man living inform me. But 1t will at 
leaſt be the Seventh day of Hs Week. 

2. If he be not ſatisfied with this: My next Expedient 1s thus. 
Let him take a Voyage round thE World, as Sir Francis Drake did. 
Going out of the Ar/antick Ocean Welt-ward by the Streights of Ma- 
gellan to the Zaſll-Tndies; and then, from the Eaſt, returning by the 
Cape of Good Fope (the uſual way) homeward. And take with him 
as many as pleaſe of thoſe who are of his mind. And let them keep 
their Saturday-ſabbath all the way. When they come home to Eng- 
land, they will find their Saturday to fall upon our Sunday ; and they 
may thenceforth continue to dblerve their Saturday-/abbath on the 
ſame day with us. Which 1s the ſecond Expedient. 

If you ask, How this can be? I will make it very plain, that 
ſo 1t ww2/ be, and fo it muſt be. For, Suppoling the Earth to be 
Round, and the Sun moving from Eaſt to Weſt; you muſt allow 
that 1t comes ſooner to the Eaſtern parts than to the Weſtern. It 
will ſooner be Noon in Holland than in England, and ſooner here 
than-1in Jreland. 

If you ask, How much ſooner? We ſay, that Fifteen Degrees of 
Longitude Weſt-ward, makes it an Zur later. As if he Embark 
about Dover, 7armouth, or other Port on the Faſt-ſide of England, 
and Sail as far Weſt-ward as the Weſt of Zreland (or a little farther) 
it will be an Zur later, and not be Noen there till it be One a. clock 
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at the place where he Embarked. And ſo in proportion, an Hoar for 
every Fifteen degrees. And accordingly, when he hath gone round 
the whole Circle of 7 hree hunared and Sixty Degrees, ( that is Four 
and twenty times Fifteen,) it will be later by Four and twenty hours, 
That 1s, 1t will be but Saturaay-noon with him, when it is Sunday- 
2008 with thoſe who ſtaid here. "That 1s, His Sa7urday will be Our 
Sunday. And thenceforth his Saturday-Sabbath will be the ſame day 
with our Sunday-Sabbath ever after. 

And this,I think, ſhould tully ſatisfy him. For he tells us, p. 35. The 
variety of the t1me of the Sun-r1/mg or ſetting in different Climates doth 
no way diſturb; for that a aay longer or ſhorter is till a day,and but a day. 

Moſt certain 1t 1s he who ſhall have thus ſailed round the World 
will have had one day fewer than thoſe who ſtaid here. So it was 
with Sir Francis Drake and his Company : And ſo 1t hath been with 
all who have taken ſuch a Voyage, (as many have done, for it 1s not 
a rare caſe: ) and ſo will be to any who ſhall ſo do. 

What he would reſolve upon this caſe, or what he thinks Sir 
Francis Drake was to do when this happened; I cannot tell. 

If he would go on to reckon the days according as they had hap. 
penes to him 1n his Voyage; then this Expedient mult fully ſatisfy 

im. For then he keeps his Saturday. Sabbath on our Sunday. 

It he thinks the accpunt ſhould be refified when or before he 
comes home, and call the days thenceforth as he finds thoſe to do 
that ſtaid here, what ſhall be come of that day he hath loſt? and 
which day of the Week ſhall he reckon that to be ? 

And, When muſt he reaify that account? when he comes home,or 
ſomewhere by the way ? For 1t would be juſt the ſame, if, before he 
come at England, he ſhould have landed in France or Span, or on the 
Coalt of Africk,or even at the Ea/t-1nadzes;and all the way from thence, 
he would {till be a day behind them. And ſo he would be with every 
Ship that in his way he ſhould meet with. If he and ſuch other Ship 
meet at the Iſle of St. Helens to take freſh water, his Saturday will be 
their Sunday ; and on which of the two days are they to keep their 
Sabbath ? or mult they keep 1t one on the one day, and the other on 
the other ? 

Ifhe ſay that the account 1s to be rectified by the way (before he 
comes home) then Where? or When ? and by What rule? For when 
ever he doth ſo reQify 1t, he muſt then begia to call Sunday what 
Juſt before he was to call Saturday. 

It he ſay,This mult be left to Diſcretion, when,and where : Then 
muſt it be matter of diſcretion ( and not determin'd by the Fourth 
Commandment) on which of the two days in queſtion the Sabbath 
ſhall be kepr. But 
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But then here will again come in our amazing demand ( as p. 48, 
86, 87.) What man or men, without an high Uſurpation of the Divine 
Authority, contrary to the Firſt Commanament, ſhall,;with pretended good 
mntenttons, aſſume an authority of thezr own heads, to appornt (for this 01 
that place; ſuppoſe the S7reghts of Magellan) what day ſhall be the 
Lords holy Sabbath ? Who, but our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that is Lord of 
the Sabbath, hath power to intitute a Sabbath-day ? 1f the Chnrch or any 


part thereof be ence admitted to have ſuch Power, what Bolts or Locks 


will be ſlrong enough for ſuch a Door, to keep it from letting in upon the 
Churches of Chrift whatſoever pleaſeth thoſe in Power ? 

I ſhall not much trouble my ſelf to an{wer all this Yarmth. Bri 
( when that 1s over) 1f at or near the Srezzhts of Mazellar (2 place, | 
think, not inhabited, or not by Chriſtian, ) a Colony be planted by 
ſome from hencc, and ſome from the Ealt-Indies ; Ss who come 
thither from hence will ( according to their account ) call that Sazrr. 
day, which thoſe who come thither from the other fide will { accor- 
ding to thetr account ) call Sunday : Mult they have no Sabbath 
at all? (that's againit the Fourth Commandment : ) Or muſt they by 
conſent agree upon the day? ( this 1 ſhould think, 1t he would give 
me leave :) Or mult they keep it ſome upon one day ſome on the other: 
This I would by no means adviſe, 1t 1t may be avoided: Becauſe 1: 
would be a manite(t confuſion - and diforder; And they would not 
both ( if either ) be the Seventh-day in courſe from the Creation + And 
which of them 1s ſo, 1s not poſſible for any man to know. And 1 
would be more tor common Z4ification that they do agree upon a com- 
mon day. And not much matter, whether of the Two. 

This Gentleman, 1t he can conſider of it calmly, T am apt to think 
w1ll be of the ſame mind; and think it better to have ſuch a Sabbark 
than none at all ; and that the little circumſtance, whether on this or 
that day, ſhould be diſregarded in compariſon of the Suv/tantials of 
the Duty. 

There be many things which the Ford of God or the Divme Law 
doth determine 2# 7 hefs, which when z2 Hyporhe/: they come 1n pra- 
&iſe, will require the intervention of Prudentials or Humane Laws, 
The Eighth Commandment 1ſays,I muſt not Szea/or take unduly from 
my Neighbour what 1s His: But, What 1s Mine, and what 1s my 
Neighbours, will depend much upon Humane Laws ; and, what ſhall 
be reputed a Treſpaſs on my Neighbours land ; or, a torfciture of his 
right. The Seventh Commandment ſays, 7 hou ſhalt uot commit Adut- 
tery : But it will depend much upon Humane Law, what ſhall be re- 
puted a Good Marriage. The Sixth Commandment ſays 7 hou ſhalt not 


A74 : But it will much depend upon Humane Law what ſhall be re- 
L puted 
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puted Self-detenſe, or a Juſt War, or a Forfeiture of Life. The Fifth 
Commandment requires us to Honour and Obey our Parents; But, in 
many caſes, 'tis Humane Law that 1s to determine, who is to be repu- 
ted the Father. If a Widow be left with Child by a former Hul- 
band, and marry another before that Child be born ( which ſome- 
time happens; ) twill be a point in Law, not in Divinity, to whether 
of the Two Fathers this Son ſhall be Heir. And if my Father require 
me to part with what Eſtate 1s my own,'twill be a wget in Law,how 
far I am required to obey ſuch a Command. (And the like as to other 
Saperionrs, as well as Natural Parents:) And thoſe Laws which ſeem - 
Abſolute (as Thou ſhalt not Kill, T hou ſhalt not Steal, &c. ) Have 
yet their Tacite /2mzations implied. For no man doubts but there 
are cales wherein Zo A74 may be lawful; as in Se/f- defenſe, in a juft 
War, and for Caprial Crimes; And in ſuch caſes, to take fiom our 
Neighbour what was His. And, notwithitanding the Command of 
Flunaur thy Father aud« Mother, or that of Chilaren obey your Parents 
mn all things ; there may things happen, wherein we are not obliged 
todo what they bid us. And 1n all ſuch caſes there is room for Pru- 
dence to 1nterpole. Not, to Abrogate or Repeal a Law of God ; But to 
judoe what 15 the true Intent of that Law. So notwithſtanding that 
Command of the Sabhath, 7# zz thou ſha/l do no manner of __ yet 
our Saviour tells us, 7 he Prieſts in the Temple profane the Sabbath and 
gre vlamel:{s ; and againit the Phariſees ſuper/t:t10n5 rigour he argues, 
not onely from his own Authority (7 he Son of «Man tis Lord of the 
Sabbath-day ) But from the Reaſon of the Law, T he Sabbath was made 
for Man, and not Mau for the Sabbath; and conſequently 1s ſo to be 
underſtood as may be for the Good of Han ( ſpiritual and bodily) not 
tor his Fart. And our Author allows the emergent caſes of Neceſſity 
and Mercy; And no man doubts but thar if a 2mm be on Fire, we 
may Likow to quench it. In all which caſes Prudence may be uſed, 
but muſt not (upon that pretenſe) be Abuſed. Not as 1f it were lefr 
12 our Prudence, whether or,no the Law of God ſhall be Obeyed ; 
Bur, what 1s, 1n ſuch caſes, the true /utendment of the Law of God. 
And there needs no other /:bc&s or Bolts (as our Author ſpeaks) to 
confine Prudence 1n ſuch cates, than in all other Prudential As. So 
when the Fourth Commandment requires us 70 #ecp holy the Sabbath- 
aay ; 1t may yet, 1n many cafes, depend much upon Prudence or Hu- 
mane Jaws, which day ſhall be reputed the Sabbath. Andit this Au- 
thor te}} us, 1t muſt be the Seventh 1n courſe fi om the Creation ; We are 
never a whit the nearcr. For though he take great pleaſure, on all 
accafions,to exclaim againl{t7 rad+t10n; yet he muſt admit agreaz deal of 
Tradition to intervene before he can prove this or that day. to be a 
Seventh in couric from the Creation, 
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I am apt to think alſo, that when he hath well conſfider'd the cafe 
of Sr. Francis Drake ( and many more ſince that time, who ſailing 
round the world, as he did, have loſt a day,) he will come to one of 
theſe two Reſolutions : Either that when he comes back to Enz/and 
he muſt continue to call that Saturday which on his account was ſo ; 
(and then his Sazurday-ſabbath wall be the ſame with our Sauday:) Or 
elſe that his account mult be ſomewhere rectified in his Voyage by 
$kipping a day; and then and there beginning to call Sunday what, 
juſt belrs: he was to call Saturday. | 
| Now becauſe there 1s nothing 1n Nature to determine where this 
muſt be; nor 1s there any thing of Divine Inſtitution ( that I know 
of) to determine where it ſha/ be; It ſeems to me to be Prudential, 
or molt rational, (if nothing intervene to counterbalance it, )to be at 
what. we call the jfr/t Meriazan, from whence we reckon the De- 
grees of Longitude, Faſtward, 1, 2, 3, rc. and fo onward ull we 
come round to 3Go, at the ſame Meridian again ; and thence begin 
to reckon onward. 1, 2, 3, (Fc. as before, for another round. 

This firſt Meridian, in Polermy's time, was accounted to be : a- 
bour the Weſtern part of the” 4#7rzcan ſhore ; as being the moſt We- 
ſtern part of the World then known. Of later times, Geographers 
have Gre pleaſed to remove 1t more Welt, about the Iflands called 
Azores, or the Flemiſh 7/lands. But all agree to place it between 
our Continent and that of America. And if from that Meridian, from 
whence we reckon the beginning of Lengitude, we. reckon alſo 
the beginning of Days; then the laſt of Sazurday muſt there end,and 
the firſt of Sunday mult there begin.. And therefore at that Meri. 
dian the ſailers round the World ſhould reCtify their account , 
calling it Saturday on the one fide of it, and Sunday on the other ; 
that being the /aze/t of Sarurday, and the /oone/t of Sunday. 

He will tell me perhaps, that, by this account, if Fe keep our 
Sabbath on Sunday,thole in New. Zng/and mult be ſaid to keep theirs 
on Monaay, as being on the other {ide of that Meridian. And 'tis 
true, 1t would ſo follow. And therefore I did interpoſe, zf nothing 
elſe do intervene to counterbalance-it, And this 1s what 1 did at firſt 
intimate, as difputable, whether we and they in New-Znglaud arc - 
to be {aid to keep our Sabbath on the ſame day. 

Burt it is the ſame caſe as to the whole Continent of America. 
And the ſame reſolution will reach all. 

And therefore, the thing being once ſettled by the common con- 
fent of all, 1would by no means adviſe to change the day. 
For the placing the fr/t Meridian is purely Arbitrary. It might 
as. well haye been placed beyond America, ( if men had fo Ro

and that America had been known 1n Prolemy's time) as on this 
{ide: ( And we might have numbred our Degrees of Longitude Welſt- 
ward, as now we do Faſtward:) And may be ſo reputed now, if 
men ſo pleaſe (as it is now reputed about 10 or 15 degrees more 
to the Weſtward than 1t was in Pro/emny's days.) 

And 1t 1s purely Arb:trary, where to begin to change the name 
of the day hich 1s to be lo called; whether at the Firlt Meridiao, 
or elſe-where. | 

And conſequently 'tis purely Arbitrary or Diſcretional, whether * 
in America ſuch day ſhall be called Sunday or £ Monday. There 1s no- 
thing 1n the fourth Commandment, nor 1n the Hord of God, to de- 
termine 1t. 

But it ſo. happening, that America hath been peopled from Z4- 
rope, traveling Weſtward from hence ( without taking notice that 
we croſs the firſt Meridian,) we have reckoned the | Jn ( and ſo 
named them) according as they appeared to thoſe upon their Voyage 
. who went thither. Whereas 1t it had been peopled (TI mean, as 
to the Chriſtians there) from A/ia and the Zaſt-7nazes ( by people 
coming thence to the other {ide of America) what there 1s now 
called Sunday, would ( for the like reaſon) have been called oz. 
day : and the Fourth Commandment equally obſerved either way. 

And upon a like account Chriſtians 1n the Za/?-Tndies, and in 
China and Japan, traveling Eaſtward from hence thither, do call 
their days there according as they appeared to fall out to them in 
the courſe of their Voyage. 

Now 'tis true, that ſome part of the day which we here call Sun- 
day, 1s coincident with ſome part of whart 1s ſo called in Fapan, and 
alto ſome part of our Sunday ( though not the ſame part) 1s coinc1- 
dent with part of theirs in Amerzca. - But very little of theirs 1n the 
Eaſt of Japan, with theirs in the Welt of America. About Eleven a 
clock at night in the one ( or yet later) before 1t begins to be one 
a clock in the morning an the other, ( ſcarce an hour in common) 
according to our ancient Maps. ( Our later Maps make 1t ſome- 
what more, as if 1t might be Ten at __ in the one, when it be- 
gins to be Two 1n the morning at the other.) Yet thele paſs for the 
{ame ſunday. And 'tis well enough 1o to reckon. 

Bur it 1s Prudentially fo: Becauſe the chief Trade and intercourſe 
of America, 1s with ZEarope ; not with A/ia. And therefore 1t 1s con- 
{idered as lying Weſt from Europe ; rather than as Eaſt from Zapan. 
And ccotins it 1s ſo placed in our Maps. And though we con- 
tinue to reckon our Longitude as from a Meridian between Us and 
America, yet the account of our days we begin as from a Meridian 
beyond 1t, between America and A/za. Which 
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Which 1s not {aid to raiſe new ſcraples, (as if T would adviſe an 
alteration of a received computation; which is well enough as it 1s; 
and I know not how to mend it :) But to ſhew there is an unavoida- 
ble Nececflity of leaving much to Prudential conſiderations, What day 
ſhall be reputed ſunday, and what the ſabbath, in this or that place. 
And therefore 1t cannot reaſonably be thought the defign of the 
fourth Commandment to confine us to ſuch Circumſtantial Niceties, 
which do not at ail influence the ſub/tantials of Wor ſhip. 

The fourth Commandment requires the ſeventh day of Holy Reft, 
after /tx days of ordinary Labour. ' But of a Seventh day in courſe 
from the Creation to be ſo obſerved, it ſaith nothing : Nor is it poſli- 
ble for us to know.  'The Jews obſerved a ſeventh day in courſe trom 
the firft raming of Manna ; but I do not know how this concerns us ; 
or, 1f 1t did, how we ſhall know which 1s that day? ( for this Gentle- 
man will not allow 7raaiion to be a good proof.) We obſerve a 
ſeventh day 1n courſe from what ( we think ) the _ did obſerve. 
I! we miſtake our reckoning (which I think we do not ) it is nota 
Cn/pable Ignorance; for it .1s according to the beſt Light we have. 
Thais day we are in po//z/Jzor of, and the Chriſtian Church hath ſo 
been for many Hundred years. And he that would difpoſleſs us of 
it, muſt ſhew a better Title. ( The old rule is, Poſſtdentis potror eſt 
ratto.,) To change meerly for change ſake, is Fooliſh. If he would 
lay a Druine Neceſſity . on us to obſerve the Jewiſh Sabbath from the 
hcit raining of Manna (if atlealt that be the day by them obſerved 
1n our Saviour's'time;) he muſt make it clear to us, which 1s that 
day (by a better argument, if he can, than Traditzon:) And, that 
we are of neceſſity obliged to that day ; which was (himſelf acknow- 

ledges) a di/tinezrve ſign of them from 9ther Nations, as Circumci/ion 

alſo was. And it hrs di/tinfrvue mark (when the partition wall is 
broken down) do as much ceaſe as that did: "Tis as truly ſuper/tz- 
f70y now to put a neceſſity upon 1t, as upon Crrcumci/ion. Which. 
though the Apoſtles would, for a while, permit to the Jews ; ( to 
whom 1t had once been a Law) ill they ſhould be better ſatisfied ;
